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PREFACE. 


The present volume contains all the prayers and supplications 
arranged for the Day of Atonement D'"i)23n DV or According 
to Holy Writ this day is established for the purpose of bi’inging 
home to us the consciousness of human weakness and frailt}', 
of sin and transgression, and by means of self-imposed adliction 
and repentance to turn us from the evil ways whicli we have 
pursued in the course of the year, and to lead us, through 
prayers and confessions, to the gates of Heaven, there to obtain 
mercy and forgiveness. It is thus a day which begins witli 
physical mortification and ends with spiritual exaltation. It is 
a day of afiiiction, and at the same time a day of solemn rest, 
a Sabbath of Sabbaths T\2\y. For can there be a greater 
spiritual joy than to have passed through the valley of death, 
and to have approached the realm of bliss, to have loft behind 
the storm-tossed sea, the pangs and remorse of sin, and to 
have reached the haven of rest, the calm of purification and 
of spiritual contentment? The prayers included in this volume 
are adapted to this purpose, and arc so arranged as to form 
a gradual a.scent from the misery of grief, from the shame 
and trepidation of guilt to the joy of divine mercy and to the 
confident reliance on God’s grace and love. 

Few there are who will own themselves fallen from a high 
standard of morality, who would willingly identify themselves 
with .some of the Confessions recited in the course of the day. 
But .slowly and gradually the whole lange of human activity 
is unrolled, and the tangled web of our complicated life, with 
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its weakness, is unfolded. We begin to look upon ouraelves 
and upon our actions with eyes cast down, and with a chastened 
conscience. In that wonderful poetic coniiDOsition of Gabirol, 
“The Royal Crown,” we are first introduced to the marvel¬ 
lous structure of the world, to the infinite wisdom and love which 
governs all that God has created. We proceed to the description 
of man, with his failings and weakness, and the puny creature is 
contrasted with the greatne.ss of the universe and the wisdom by 
which it is ruled. We learn to know how small and frail we are, 
how .short is our life, how great our presumj^tion, and how transi¬ 
tory all the glory of this world. We are thus slowly humbled 
from the proud position which we have taken up, and humiliation 
is the fii'st step towards the recognition of the ^possibility of 
sinfulne.ss. In the Vidu3dm,of which each Amidah contains one, 
we are taught to examine ourselves in the spirit of humility which 
has now been born within us, to see whether, with all the desire 
we may have to avoid failings and backslidings, we have succeeded 
in our endeavours. We then recognize, to our dismay, that there 
is no man who is aUsolutely free from sin. And as a natural 
sequence follows the Confession, the desire of repentance, 
the wish never to be found guilty again. By fasting and 
praying we fortify our-selves on this day against the temptation 
of the world, we conquer the demands of our physical life, 
we rise to greater heights of introspection and self- 
examination, and then we are more able to render account of our 
actions, and to judge ourselves in the light of these Con¬ 
fessions. The more we pray, the more heavy the burden of 
guilt grows, the consciousness dawns upon us, that it is utterly 
impossible adequately to atone for all those sins which we 
now see in their fulness. But instead of despair at our 
futile efforts, and of dread of the consequences of our actions, 
hope springs up in our heart, for by the Supplications we 
are directed to throw ourselves on the love and mercy of God.

AVe are bidden to turn to liim, avc are taught and encouraged* 
to approach liim as the repentant son, who, Avitli tears in liis 
eyes, draws near to his father. We are told that no intercessor 
is required, no mediator between us and our Creator, and above 
all are we assured beforehand of his forgiveness ; for ho doth not 
love the death of the sinner, but that he return from his evil 
way and live. We throw ourselves confidently on his mercy, 
and the grand day closes with the sound of the Shofiir, which 
in ancient times proclaimed the freedom of the people, and is 
now proclaiming to us the spiritual freedom gained by spiritual 
exertions and physical sclf-chastiscmcnt. We have in some 
measure expiated our sins, but ho who is the God of forgive¬ 
ness cleanses us from all our transgressions. 

The translation in this volume has been subjected to a most 
searching emendation and alteration. Special attention has been 
paid by me to the poetic compositions contained therein, notably 
to the great philosophical poem of Ibn Gabirol, which embodies 
the Avhole of his profound system of philosophy, destined to 
exercise a lasting influence upon the thoughts of man; and then 
to the Confessions, Avhich have been almost entirely recast, so 
as to answer the purpose of their composition, and to convey to 
the reader a more concrete meaning of their contents. They are 
couched in the original in a .sublime language, .suited to the .solemn 
occasion. The other portions have been equally thoroughly im¬ 
proved, and among them special care lias been bestowed on the 
translation of the “ Gnabodah,” the recital of the ancient .service 
in the Temple of Jerusalem. The Hebrew text has been care¬ 
fully revised, and no pains have been spared to make this 
volume Avorthy of the grand object for Avhich it has been intended 

The antiphonal Avay of reciting many of these prayers has 
been marked in this edition by asterisks. It is to be noted 
that the Ech^l is kept open throughout the Day of Atone¬ 
ment. 
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The musical notes of the traditional tunes have been again 
kindly supplied by Mr. Jessurun; some of these have never 
before been set to music. 

May the meditations of our heart, and the utterance of our 
lips, assist us on this solemn day to free ourselves from tempta¬ 
tion and sin, and lead us to a life of moral elevation and spiritual 
bliss.

Ho then s.ays three times : 

All forms of vows, bonds, oaths, anathemas’, excommunications, 
and all the expressions of a similar character by which we have 
uttered a vow, taken an oath, excommunicated, or bound our¬ 
selves, from the last Day of Atonement, unto this present Day of 
Atonement, which is now come unto us for peace : 

The Congregation answer: 

May these our vows be no longer deemed as vows, our oaths 
as oaths j our anathemas no longer be anathemas, and our bonds 
be no longer considered as binding \ 

Be they all null and void ; they shall not bind, nor shall they 
stand. “And it shall be forgiven to tho whole congregation of 
the children of Israel, and to the stranger who sojourneth among 
them; for all the people did it unwittingly.”

The Seganim- ascend tlio To bah j after which tho 
Minister commences as follows: 

“And he, being merciful, forgiveth iniquity, and destroyeth not: 
yea, he frequently turneth away his anger, and awakeneth not all his 
wrath.” TJiis is repeated by tho Congregation. 

Tho Congrog.ation rise while tho Minister bows towards tho Ark and says : 

Bless ye the Lord, who is ever blessed. 

The Congregation bow towards the Ark and respond : 

Blessed be the Lord, who is blessed for over and ever! 

Tlio Minister repeats ; 

Blessed bo the Lord, who is blessed for ever and ever! 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God ! King of the universe, who by 
thy word causest the evening to advance : who with wisdom openest 
the gates of heaven ; and with understanding changest times, and 
variest the seasons: and disposest the stars in their stations in the 
sky according to thy will. Thou croatest day and night, causest the

Introduction by the late Rev. D. A. de Sola. 

The distinguished author of this sublime Poem was born in 
Malaga, in Spain, about the year 1050 - 5 , and was murdered at 
Valencia, when he had .scarcely attained his thirtieth year'. Ho 
early cultivated the sciences, particularly those of moral and natural 
philosophy'-, and as a liobrow poet he has never been surpassed, nor, 
perhaps, equalled by any of his successors. His poetical productions 
are all devotional; and among them the present poem justly ranks 
pre-eminent ^ In this, as in all his other works, it has been his aim 
to exalt tlie mind of his brethren, to give them expanded ideas, and 
a true and enlarged conception of the divine attributes, and to 
impress deeply on their minds the principal truths of revealed 
religion and its duties. 

It will bo easily perceived that it was not tho authors intention 
to lu’oduco a didactic poem on .astronomy, but that this sublime 
science is here made to elVect the great aim for which it is so 
admirably calculated : viz. tliat of leading the human mind first 
to admiration, next to rellection, and finally to devotion and moral 
imj>rovement; for by means of the contemplation of the heavenly 
host, man is not only taught to “look through Nature, up to 
Nature's God,” but he also becomes penetrated with a spirit of 
humility; and presumptuous notions of pride and selfishness are 
repressed in his bosom, when he reflects what an insignificant atom 
he is in the immensity of Creation. 

This poem then, being strictly a devotional one, in which astro¬ 
nomy is only used as an auxiliary, it is not very important for tho 
principal aim, that tho system of the universe, as liere described, 
which was tlie received one when our author wrote, is now known 
to be erroneous, or that the glories of the heavens, as here displayed,

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are so inferior to what modern astronomy has now proved them to 
be. For if the contemplation of the heavens, limited as it then was, 
could inspire the ancients with so much enthusiasm, devotion, and 
veneration, for the Almighty Creator, and cause the Psalmist to 
exclaim, in rapture, “The heavens declare the glory of God!” &c., 
how much more vivid (if possible) ought these feelings to bo excited 
within us, when surveying the many stars and planets which wore 
unknown to the ancients, but which modern science, aided by the 
invention and perfection of the telescope, has disclosed to our view. 

It is necessary, however, for the proper understanding of the 
poem, to give some description of the Ptolemaic system, which, with 
some deviations, is that here followed. In this system, the earth 
is supposed the centre of the universe, having the heavenly bodies 
revolving round it, from East to West, once in twenty-four hours: 
all these were supposed to bo enclosed in transparent azure spheres, 
and to be surrounded by a vast sphere called the “primum 
mobile,” as giving motion to the rest: over this was the empyrean, 
or highest heaven, the blissful abode of angels and beatified spirits, 
&c. Modern investigations have sufficiently shewn the fallacy of 
this system; and the Copernican, which is a revival of the true 
system fii-st discovered by Pythagoras, is now univer.sally adopted, 
and has been proved by the groat Sir Isaac Newton to bo the only 
one which satisfactorily accounts for the celestial phenomena. 

As the mass of the planets, their proportionate bulk to that of the 
earth, and the period of their revolution, as described in tlie jioem, 
often differ materially from the more correct modern calculations, 
the following table ‘ is subjoined for the purpose of comparison and 
rectification:—

Introduction. 

Through my prayer will man benefit: For lie will learn liy it 
how to plead and to obtain favour. Therein have I related the 
wonders of the ever Imng God ; briefly, not at any length. I liave 
placed it at the head of all my hymns of jiraiso, and called it 
“Xlie Royal Crown.” _ 


Wonderful, 0 God ! are thy works; and this my soul knows 
fully well. Thine, 0 Lord, is the greatness, power, glory, victory, 
and majesty. “Thine, 0 Lord ! is the kingdom. Thou art exalted 
as Supreme above all, and riches and honour proceed from thee.” 
The creatures from above and below testify that they perish, but 
that thou existeth for ever. Thine is that Omnipotence whose 
mystery our mind fails to grasp ; for it transcends llie limits of 
human comprehension. With thee is (he centre of power, the 
mystery and the foundation, Tliine is the ineffable name, which is 
concealed even from the wisest on earth ; the power which sustaineth 
the world on nought, and the faculty of bringing to light every 
hidden thing. Thine is that mercy with which thou rulest over 
thy creatures, and the bliss reserved for those who fear thee. Thine 
are the mysteries which praise cannot express, nor the imagination 
conceive, and the life which is not subject to extinction. Thine is 
the throne which is supremely exalted, and the habitation concealed 
in the cliosen height. Thine is the existence, from the emanation of 
whose light sprang every existing thing, and of which wo say, that 
we live under its shadow. Thine are the two worlds which thou 
hast separated, this one for action, and that one for retribution. 
Thine is the reward which thou hast reserved for the pious, and 
which thou didst see that it was good, and thou didst conceal from 
mortal ken. 

Thou art One, the firat of every number and the foundation of 
every structure. Thou art One; and the mystery of thy unity 
perplexes the wisest, for they are unable to fathom it. Thou art 
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One; and thy unity can neither be lessened nor increased, neither 
diminislied nor aught added to it. Thou art One; but not such 
a Unity as can bo computed or numbered; for neitlier plurality, 
change, neither form nor attribute, can be applied to thee. Thou 
art One: and were I to attempt to define thee or to limit thee, 
my imagination would fail me. “I therefore said, I will take 
heed to my ways that I may not sin with my tongue.” Thou art 
One ; high and exalted beyond the possibility of lowering or fall. 

** And how could the One fall?” 

Thou dost exist, though beyond the reach of mortal eye or ear; 
neither can the ITow? the Wherefore? or Whence? bo applied to 
thee. Thou dost exist; but for thyself alone, and no other existence 
is beside thee. Thou dost exist and hadst been before time was, and 
didst abide without space. Thou dost exist—but who can penetrate 
thy profound mystery? “So deep, so deep, who can reach it?” 

Thou livest; but not from any fixed time or from any known 
period. Thou livest; but not through soul and breath, for thou art 
the soul of the soul. Thou livest; but not like the life of man 
which is but vanity, whose end is moths and worms. Thou livest; 
and he who penetrates thy mystery enjoys everlasting delights, “ ho 
eats and lives for ever.” 

Thou art great; and, compared to thy greatness, all greatness is 
humbled and every excellence deficient. Thou art greater than all 
thought, and exalted above the heavenly chariot. Thou art greater 
than all greatness, “and art exalted far above every blessing and 
praise.” 

Thou art powerful; and there is none among thy creatures and 
beings who can perform actions and display a power like thine. 
Thou art all-powerful; thine is the absolute j)ower which neither 
altereth nor changeth. Thou art all-powerful ; and because of thy 
omnipotence dost thou pardon, even in the time of thy indignant 
wrath, and art long-suffering to sinners even in thine anger. Thou 
art all-powerful; yet thy mercy extendeth unto .ill thy creatures; 
“these are thy mighty deeds, which have been from eternity.” 

Thou art light; and the eyes of the pure soul shall behold thee, 
but the clouds of iniquity shall hide thee from their sight. Thou art 
that light which is hidden in this world, but which shall be revealed 
in a higher beautiful world, “On the Mount of the Lord shall it 
be .seen.” 
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Thou art Most High, and the eye of tlie intellect ardently desireth 
and longeth for thee, yet only a part shalt thou see, not the 
whole.” 

Thou art the God of gods; all thy creatures are thy witnesses; 
and for the sake of this thy name every creature is bound to worship 
thee. Thou art God ; and all things formed are thy servants and 
worshippers; nor is thy glory impaired because some worship aught 
besides thee, for the intention of all is to draw near unto thee; but 
they are like the blind, who sot their face to tlio straight road, and 
still go astray ; one falls into a dangerous pit, and another into 
a snare, they all think to have attained their aim, but, alas! they 
have laboured in vain! — But they who worship thee are like the 
clear-sighted, who, walking in tho direct path, do not deviate from it 
to the right or to the loft, until they reacli the courts of the palace. 
Thou art God, who, by thy divinity, supportest all things, and by 
thy unity upholdest all creatures. Thou art God ; and there is no 
distinction between thy Godhead, thy unity, tliy pro-existence, or 
thy e.xistence ; for all is only one mystery. And althougli tho 
names of these attributes be varied, yet ‘Hhey all haste to one 
place. ” 

Thou art wise ; and wisdom is tho fountain of eternal life, it 
floweth from thee, and all tho knowledge of man is but folly 
when compared with thy wisdom. Thou .art wise; prior to all 
beginnings, wisdom was with thee the master workman. Thou 
art wise; but that wisdom w.as not learnt nor .accpiired from any 
but thyself. Thou art wise; and from thy wisdom emanated 
the divine will, which, like a workman and a master, brought 
forth at the predestined time tho pleasing creation, and drew forth 
the thread of existence from non-existence, .as the light issueth from 
the eye (2) ‘, and is drawn from the fount.ain of light without bucket. 
Tliou didst m.ako all things without tools. Thou didst hew and 
design, cleanse and purify. Thou didst c.all to naught—and it w.as 
cleft in twain ; and to existence—and it w.as fixed ; to the world— 
and it w.as formed. Thou didst mete out tlio heavens with thy 
span. With thy hand thou didst join the p.avilion of tho spheres 
(3), and with the loops of thy might .are fastened the curtains that 
cover tho creatures; and thine omnipotence joined the extreme edge 
^‘as a connecting link between tho uttermost ends of creation.” 

Who can declare thy mighty power, having divided tho globe 
of the earth into two parts, ono half dry land, and one h.alf 
water (4). Thou didst surround the water ^^dth tho sphere of .air, that

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in which the wind turnelh about continually, then returneth again 
and rests within its circuits. Thou didst also encompass the air 
with the sphere of the fire: those four elements have but one 
foundation, and one source from whence they proceed and are 
constantly renewed, ‘‘and from thence it was parted and became 
four heads.” 

Who can delineate thy greatness? Thou encompassest the sphere 
of fire with the sphere of the firmament in which tho Moon is placed, 
which shineth by the light she derives and reflects from the sun’s 
splendour. She completes her revolution in twenty-nine days (5), 
and then recommences her course. Some of her properties are 
obvious and some obscure. Her body is one thirty-ninth of the 
earth. With her monthly renewal, she influences the earth and 
its occurrences, either for good or evil (G), according to the will of 
her Creator, in order “to show his mighty acts to the sons of 
men.” 

Who can recount tliy praises, who hast appointed the moon, 
by which principally to compute festivals, times, and seasons, and 
as a sign to mark days and years. Her rule is in the night till 
the appointed time arrives, when she is concealed and wrapped in 
darkness, for her light is only derived from that of tho sun ; if on 
the fourteenth night of tho month, they are both in opposition near 
tho line of tho Dragon (7), so that it separates them, then tho moon 
is eclipsed and her light extinguished, that all the peoples of the 
earth may know that they are tho creatures of the Most High ; 
and however superb they be, yet there is a judge above them to 
humble and exalt. She reviveth, however, after her fall, and 
shines again on emerging from her obscuration. And when the 
sun and moon are in conjunction near the Nodes (8) at the end of 
the month, then tho moon's shadow appears upon the sun’s disk as 
an opacpie cloud, and intercepts its light to all who then look towards 
it, in order that those who view it may know that the supreme 
dominion does not belong to the heavenly host; but that a supreme 
ruler is above them, who can eclipse their light. For although 
there be various gradations of power, yet there is one Power which 
is supreme over all; and therefore all who imagine that the sun is 
their God will be ashamed at such time of their imagination: 
their words are then put to the touchstone. Then will they know 
that it is the hand of God which hath done this, and that the sun 
hath no power of its own, but that to him alone who can eclipse its 
light, appertaineth all dominion. And that it is he who sends one 
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of its seiTants (9), even one who benefits by the sun's light, to obscure 
its lustre, that idolatry maybe extirpated, ‘\‘ind tlie sun be removed 
from being Queen.” 

Who can tell thy righteousness, who hast encompassed the .sphere 
of the ]\Ioon with a second, in which a planet called Mercury 
moveth, witliout ever deviating (from his orbit) or breaking (into 
tliat of) another planet. His dimension, compared to the earth, is as 
one to twenty-two thousand. He completes his revolution with 
great velocity in ten months (10), and causes in the world contention 
and strife, hatred and dissatisfaction; he enables man by In’s influence, 
to procure opulence, to amass wealth, and to increase his store, 
according to the command of him who hatli created him to minister 
before him as a servant before his master. It is the planet of 
prudence and wisdom, and “giveth subtlety to the simple, and 
knowledge and discretion to the young man.” 

Who can comprehend thy mysteries, who hast encompassed the 
second planet with a third sphere in which is placed the planet 
Venus, which shines among the starry host as a queen in the midst 
of her subjects, and as a bride adorned with splendid attire. She 
comjjletes her revolution in eleven months, and tlie magnitude of 
her body, compared to that of the earth, is as one to thirty-seven, 
as is well known to astronomers. According to the will of her 
Creator, she causes, by her influence in the world, pleasure and 
gladness, joyful songs and shouting, ease and prosperity, and the 
rejoicings of bridegroom and bride. She also hastens the maturity 
of fruit, and of all other vegetation, even “ the precious fruit which 
the sun ripens and the precious things grown by the moon.” 

Who can understand thy secret council, who hast encompassed 
the sphere of Venus with a fourth in which the sun is placed, 
who completes his revolution in a year. His magnitude exceeds 
that of the earth one hundred and seventy times, as hath been 
demonstrated by logical arguments. It is he who aflbrdeth light 
to all the stars of heaven, and giveth to kings salvation, glory, 
dominion, and awe, and reneweth wonderful things upon earth 
causing peace and war. He rooteth up kingdoms, and establisheth 
and exalteth others, having power granted to him to humble and 
to exalt, and all through the will of him who created the sun 
with supreme wisdom. Every day he prostrates himself before 
his king, and follows the paths traced for him. In tho morning 
he raises his head (in the East), and reclines towards the West 
in the evening, so that “in the evening he goeth down, and 
returneth in the morning.” 
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Who can comprehend thy greatness, who hast appointed the sun 
for the computation of days, yearn, and other fixed periods, and 
in conjunction with the Pleiades and tlie bands of Orion (11), 
he makoth the fruit-trees sprout forth, and flourish and grow. 
SL\ months he travels towards the north to warm the air, the 
waters, wood, and stones; and as he approaches towards the 
north, the days lengthen and the seasons grow, so much so that 
there is a place where the day lasts for six months, as hath 
been fully proved ; and six months he goes his appointed path 
towards the south, so that at a certain jdace the night lasts for 
six months, as hath been proved by those who investigate these 
matters. From this may be perceived a part of the ways of his 
Creator, a small portion of his mighty power, of his strength, and 
of his wonderful works. For from the greatness of the servants 
the great power of the Lord is inferred by all men of understanding, 
and through the servant (the sun) is revealed the might and the 
gloiy of the Lord ; and ‘'all the goods of his master are delivered 
into his hands.” 


Who can comprehend thy wonders? who hast appointed the sun 
to furnish light to all the superior and inferior stains, as also to the 
moon “ when the bright spot stays in its place.” In proportion as 
she moves .away, turning towards the sun (in the first half of the 
month), the moon continually receives more of his reflected light, 
until she arrives opposite to the sun, when the whole face is 
full of light. And when in the second half of the month, she 
approaches .again towards the sun, her light diminishes continu.ally 
till the end of the month, when, being in conjunction with the 
sun, she dis.ai^pears entirely, for about one day, half an hour, and 
some fractional parts. After which she is again renewed, and 
returns to her former st.ate, and “issueth forth as a bridegroom 
from his chamber.” 


Who can know thy wonderful works ? who hast encomp.assed the 
sphere of the sun with a fifth sphere, in which M.ars shineth as a king 
in his palace, and in which he performs his revolution in eighteen 
months. The proportion of his body to the earth is .as one and five- 
eighths to one. He is like a terrible warrior, whose shield appears 
of a red colour; ho stirreth up wars, murder, destruction, slaughter. 
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and consuming fevers. He also causeth seasons of drought, famine, 
tlie burning volcanoes, thunder, hail stones, and piercing with the 
blade, thrusts of the sword, “ whoso feet run swiftly to commit evil, 
and who hasten to shed blood.” 


Who can find expression for thy tremendous works? who hast 
encompassed the planet Mars with a sixth sphere of vast proportions, 
wherein Jupiter dwells, whose body exceeds that of the earth seventy- 
five times. He completes his revolution in twelve years, and is 
a planet of benignity and love; he promototh the fear of God, 
rectitude, repentance, and every moral quality. Ho increases the 
crops of corn and fruit. He causeth wars, enmity, and strife 
to cease. He is appointed to heal every breacli through his 
rectitude: yea, “he judgeth the world in righteousness.” 


Who can describe thy greatness? who hast encompassed the 
sphere of Jupiter with a seventh sphere in which Saturn revolve.s, 
whose size exceeds that of the earth ninety-one times. His 
revolution in his orbit is thirty years. Ho stirreth up war, and 
is the cause of spoil, captivity, and famine ; for to such has ho been 
appointed. He also causeth the devastation of countries and rooteth 
up kingdoms, in accordance with the will of him “who has appointed 
him to his service, even such strange service.” 


Who can reach thy exaltation? who hast encompassed the sphere 
of Saturn with an eighth, which bears on its belt the twelve 
constellations of the Zodiac, and wherein also are the higher stars, 
which are fixed in its rigidity. The revolution of each of those 
stars occupies a period of six and thirty thousand years, owing to 
their immense altitude. The magnitude of each of those stars 
exceeds that of the earth one hundred and seven times. This is 
the limit of its greatness. And from these constellations emanates 
the power which influences all the earthly creatures in accordance 
with the will of their Creator, who aj^pointed them for that 
purpose, who named each of them, placed them in their proper 
station, and “appointed each to his proper service and charge,” 
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Who can know thy paths? who hast built palaces for the seven 
planets in the twelve constellations and, shedding an emanation 
of thy power on Aries (the Ram), Taurus (the Bull), hast placed 
them together ; the third is Gemini (the Twins\ who are as two 
united brethren with a human form. The fourth is Cancer (the 
Crab), on which, oven as on Leo (the Lion), thou hast bestowed 
some of thy splendour. This fifth sign is followed by Virgo (the 
Virgin), “ who is near unto him.” Libra (the Balance) and 
Scorpio (the Scorpion) are also placed near her. The ninth, 
Sagittarius (the Archer), created in the form of an active warrior, 
is like a mighty archer. Capricorn (the Goat) and Aquarius 
(the Waterbearer) were also created by thine omnipotence; and 
thou hast also formed the last constellation, for “thou didst appoint 
a great fish,” Pisces (the Fishes). These are the constellations 
exalted in their degrees, “ twelve princes according to their nations.” 

0 Lord! who can investigate thy profundity ? who hast placed 
above the sphere of the Zodiac a ninth sphere which encompasseth all 
the planets and their creatures, so that they are closed up within it, 
and which moveth all the stars of heaven and their planets from the 
East to the West in its powerful course. Every day it prostrates 
itself in the West to its king who gave it the power to rule. The 
vast magnitude of this sphere is so enormous that all the univer.se 
which it contains may be compared to a grain of mustard in 
the great ocean ; yet is this and all its greatness accounted as 
nothing, when compared to the greatness of its King and Creator; 
and all its exalted powers are, “compared to his omnipotence, but 
vanity and emptiness.” 


0 Lord ! who can understand thy tremendous mysteries? who hast 
exalted above the ninth sphere, The Intellectual Sphere. It is the 
holiest of the holy, “ the tenth, sacred to the Lord.” This is the sphere 
which is supremely exalted, which human intellect cannot reach, and 
there is the secret place which is a canopy for thy gloiy. Thou hast 
cast it of the silver of truth, formed its pavement with the gold of 
intellect, and supported it on the pillars of righteousness ; from thee 
and from thy power it existeth, and all its inclination is towards thee, 
“and unto thee is its desire.”

THE EOYAL CROWN. 


0 Lord! who can fathom tho depth of thy thoughts ? who liast 
formed, from the lustre of thy divine permanence, the brightness of 
tlie soul; and the exalted spirits, yea, even the angels who perform 
thy will and minister before thee. They are excellent in power, and 
tho mighty ones in the kingdom of heaven; in their hand is “ the 
flaming sword which revolveth every way.” They perform their 
work whithersoever the spirit turneth them to go. They are shining 
as precious gems, and are the very exalted creatures, tlie internal as 
well as the external, beholding thy paths. They j^roceed from a lioly 
place, and draw their existence from tho fountain of light. They are 
divided into various troops, and on their standards are engraved the 
marks of the ‘‘ready writer.” Some of them are chiefs, others are 
subordinates, some are hosts advancing and retiring, but never 
wearied or fatigued. They see, but are invisible; some are like 
flames of firo; some like wafting winds ; some are compounded of fire 
and water; some are like burning coals; some aro like flashes of 
fire ; some are like lightning ; and others like sparks of fire. Each 
of these troops prostrates itself “to him who rideth upon the highest 
heavens”; and in thousands and myriads they all stand in the 
highest sphere, dmded into watches, according to the daily and 
nightly vigils, in order to sing hymns and praises “ to him who is 
girt with omnipotence.” They all, with awe and trembling, prostrate 
themselves, and say, “We acknowledge unto thee, that thou art tho 
Lord our God. We were made by theo, and not by ourselves; and 
all of us are the work of thy hands. Thou art our Lord, and wo 
are thy servants. Thou art our Creator; and we aro thy witnesses.” 

0 Lord! who can approach thy seat? who hast pl.aced on high, 
far above the intellectual sphere, the throne of thy glory. There 
is thy glorious and hidden habitation. There tho mystery and 
the foundation ; and close to it m.ay tlie intellect reach, and there 
come to a standstill; for above tliis thou art exalted, and thou 
ascendest thy mighty throne, and “ no mortal man may ascend 
up to thee.” 

0 Lord ! who can perform any of thy works ? who hast appointed, 
under the throne of thy glory, a place for the souls of thy pious 
servants. There is the abode of tho pure souls who aro bound up in 
the band of eternal life. They who were weary and faint gather now 
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strength; and those whose strength failed them, now rest, they who 
are the children of the Giver of rest. There are delights without end 
or limit, and this is the future state. There are also gatherings and 
visions for the souls which stand to behold the Lord in lucid and 
unclouded mirrors’, and to be seen by him. They reside in the 
king’s palace, attend at the king's table, and are delighted with the 
sweet fruit of the intellect, for he giveth them of the dainties of the 
king'^ This is the rest and heritage, whoso goodness and beauty are 
without end: such is “the land which floweth with milk and honey, 
and such is its Iruit.” 

0 Lord ! who can reveal thy mj’^steries? who hast formed on high, 
chambers and treasuries, some of which are awe-inspiring and some 
wonderful to narrate. Some are treasuries of life for those who are pure 
and clean ; and some are sources of salvation for those who return from 
transgression. Some are treasuries of fire and coals of brimstone, for 
those who have broken the covenant. There also are many deep 
pits, whose fire is never quenched ; “ he that is abhorred of the Lord 
shall fall therein.” There are treasuries of storms and tempests, of 
darkness and bright light, and also of hail and ice, of drought 
and snow, of heat and flowing streams, of vapour and hoar frost, 
of fog and gloom. All these hast thou prepared in their proper 
season, either “as correction or as benefit for his land ; or for mercy 
hast thou ordered it and set it apart.” 

0 Lord! who can comprehend thy power ? who hast created from 
the splendour of thy glory a pure lustre, “hewn from the rock of 
rocks, and digged from the hollow of the pit.” Thou hast favoured 
it with the spirit of wisdom, and didst call it Soul. Thou didst form 
it from flames of intellectual fire ; and the soul glows within itself 
as fire. Thou didst send it forth to the body to servo and guard it. 
It is as fire in the midst of it; yet it doth not consume it. For, 
through the fire of the soul tho body was created, and called into 
existence from non-existence, “ because tho Lord descended thereon 
in fire.” 

0 Lord ! who can reach thy wisdom? who hast endowed the soul 
with the faculty of intellect, which is fixed in it, and knowledge is its 
foundation, and therefore destruction hath no power over it; but it 
existeth forever, according to the stability of its origin ; and such is its 
nature and mystery. But though the intelligent soul bo immortal, yet 
her iniquity will be visited upon her with a punishment far more bitter 
than death. If .she be pure, she shall obtain the divine favour, “and

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rejoice in the latter day”; but if she hath been defiled, then sliall 
she wander about for a time in wrath and anger, and all the days of 
her uncleanness shall she dwell alone, an exile and banished. “She 
shall touch no hallowed thing, nor come into tho sanctuary until the 
days of her purification be fulfilled.” 

Who can requite thy goodness? who hast placed the soul in the 
body of man to animate it, to teach him and to shew him the right 
path, to deliver him from evil. Thou didst form tho human 
body out of clay, and didst breathe therein a soul, and didst 
bestow the spirit of wisdom on man, by which ho is distinguished 
from the beast, so that he may ascend to an exalted station. Thou 
hast enclosed him in thy world, and thou hast from without 
established his work and seest him ; and all that ho might attempt 
to conceal from thee: “thou dost clearly see him from without and 
from within.” 

Who can know the secret of thy wonderful works? who hast 
furnished tho body with the means to fulfil thy behests. Thou 
gavest it eyes to behold thy miracles, ears to hear of thy wonderful 
works, intellect to understand a portion of thy mysteries, a mouth 
to declare thy praise, and a tongue to tell to all comers thy mighty 
deeds, even as I, “ thy servant, tho son of thy handmaid,” do this 
day—rehearsing, according to my humble powers of expression, 
a very small part of thy exaltedness, but an inconsiderable part 
of thy ways. And how mighty already are those principles ! “ they 
are life to those that find them.” By their moans, all those who hear 
of them learn to know thee, although they cannot behold thy glory. 
For how can man know the divinity, or how can the truth enter his 
heart, and direct his thoughts properly to worship thee, if he has 
never heard of thy mighty deeds ?—Therefore has tho heart of thy 
servant been moved to mention before his God a few of the principal 
heads of his praises, hoping that he may cau.se his sin to be 
forgotten. “For wherewith should he reconcile himself unto his 
Lord, if not with theso heads?” 

0 my God ! I am overwhelmed with shame to stand before thee, 
when I know that as thy power and greatness are infinite, so is my 
state humble and lowly; and as thou art almighty in power, so am 
I weak in my abilities ; and as thou art perfect, I am deficient. For 
thou art One, over living. Omnipotent, and Permanent, thou art 
Great. Thou art Omniscient, yea—thou art God!—But I am 
but a clod of the earth, a worm, dust of the earth, an object full 
of shame, a dumb stone, a i)assing shadow, “a wind that fleeth 
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a\Yay and returneth not,” a venomous asp. I am deceitful and 
perverse, I am wrathful, and ever framing iniquity and deception. 
I am haughty, prone to anger, profane in speecli, of perverse ways, 
and of hasty stops. What am I? What is my life? What my 
power? and what my righteousness? I am accounted as nothing 
before thee all the days of my existence; how mucli more so after 
my death ? I came from nothing, and to nothing I must return'. 
Lo! I appear before thee “contrary to law*,” with a callous 
countenance, with polluted thoughts and with impure desires, which 
strongly rule mo, bent to indulge in al)omination—with a tainted 
soul, an unclean, corrupted, and unfeeling heart, with a body 
smitten with pains and diseases, which continually grow in number. 

0 my God ! I know that my iniquities are too numerous to bo 
recounted, and my trespasses too many to be remembered : I will, 
however, make mention and confession of some of them, although it 
bo but as a drop of water compared to the sea. I may perhaps 
thereby silence the roaring waves and billows of my sins, “and 
thou wilt hear from heaven and pardon.” I have trespassed against 
thy Law; I have despised thy precepts, and have abhorred them 
in my heart; with my mouth have I spoken slander; I have com¬ 
mitted iniquity, and done wickedly; I have acted presumptuously; 
I have committed violence; I have urged falsehood ; I have 
unceasingly counselled evil ; I have uttered lies; I have scoft'ed ; 
I have rebelled; I have blasphemed ; I have revolted ; I have 
acted peiwersely; I have transgressed ; I have been stift'-necked; 
I have abhorred thy reproofs; I have acted wickedly; I have 
corrupted my ways; I have strayed from the right path ; I have 
transgressed and turned aside from thy precepts. “But thou art 
just concerning all that is come upon me, for thou hast dealt most 
truly, but 1 have acted wickedly.” 

0 my God! my countenance falls when I remember how 
greatly I have provoked thee. For all the good which thou hast 
bestowed upon me I have requited thee with ingratitude: thou 
hast created me not of necessity, but out of grace: not through 
constraint, but out of favour and love; for thy mercy preceded 
me, and thou didst breathe a spirit into my body and didst call me 
to life. And after I had come forth into the light of this world 
thou didst not forsake me, but didst nurture mo as with a father’s 
tenderness ; and as a nurse to a tender infant, so didst thou foster me. 
Thou madest mo rest securely at my mother’s breast, and didst satiate 
me with thy delights. And as I grew up thou didst strengthen me, 
thou didst bear me, as it were, in thine arms, and didst teach me to walk. 

• Alluding to Gou. iii. 19. “ E.sthor iv. 16. 
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Thou didst teach mo wisdom and instruction, and didst deliver mo from 
all trouble and distress. When thy wrath passed over the world, 
thou didst hide mo under the shadow of thy hand, and from many 
troubles, concealed from my view, didst thou deliver mo ! For before 
grief came, thou hadst already prepared a remedy unbeknown to mo, 
and when I was unsuspicious of danger and injury, thou didst guard 
me; and when I placed myself within the lion’s mouth, thou didst 
break the jaws of tlie young lions and didst deliver me from thence. 
When evil and sore diseases fell ui)on me, thou didst heal me 
gratuitously ; and when thy severe judgments came upon the world, 
thou didst deliver mo from the sword, didst save mo from the 
pestilence, didst feed me in time of famine, and in plenty didst thou 
provide for me. When I provoked thine anger, thou didst chastise 
me as a father chastiseth his son, and when I called upon thee in my 
trouble, my soul was precious in thy sight, and thou didst not dismi.ss 
mo empty. But thou didst greatly exceed all this when thou didst 
vouchsafe to give me a perfect creed, to believe, that thou art the God 
OF TRUTH and that thy prophets are true, and when thou didst not 
place my portion among those who rise up and rebel against thee ; 
among the foolish people who blaspheme thy name; who deride 
thy law; chide thy servants, and deny the truth of thy prophets. 
They assiune innocence, but underneath is deceit; they make a show 
of a pure and clean soul, whilst the bright spots of the leper are 
concealed underneath; as a vessel full of impurity, washed exter¬ 
nally with the waters of deception, defiles all that comes within it. 
“ I am unworthy of all the mercies and truth which thou hast shown 
towards thy .servant.” Truly, 0 Lord my God ! I will therefore 
thank thee for having given me a holy soul, though I have defiled it 
by my wicked actions, and have profaned and polluted it with my 
wicked inclinations that prevailed within me, and have overpowered 
me and dispersed my army, so that there is nothing left for mo but 
the hosts of thy mercies. I am however confident that by their 
means I shall overcome mine enemy. Peradventure I shall prevail, 
that I may smite and drive away my evil inclination. 

May it be thy will, 0 Lord, my God ! to subdue my vicious 
inclination, and to hide thy face from my sins and trespas.ses. 
*•0 take mo not hence in the midst of my days,” until I have 
prepared food for ray journey, and provisions for the day of my 
departure; for were I to leave it as I came into it, and return 
naked to the place of my first origin’ as I came forth ; wherefore was 
I created ?—Was it only to behold trouble?—Far bettor would it

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have been for me to have remained there, than to come hitlier to 
increase and multiply sin. 0 God ! I beseech thee, judge me in 
mercy, and not in anger, lest thou shouldst reduce me to nought. 
For what is man, that thou shouldst judge him ? and how can 
a fleeting breath be placed into the balance, which cannot cause it to 
sink or rise? and what will it avail thee to weigh the air? From 
his first day of existence man is dependent and needy, “stricken, 
smitten of God, and afflicted.” In his youth, he is like chaff driven 
by the wind ; and at his latter end, he is like straw flying in the 
wind ; in his life he is like a withered herb, and will God seek that 
which is driven to and fro?—From the day ho came forth from his 
mother s womb, his night is sorrow, and his day wailing; if he is 
exalted to-day, to-morrow ho will be tlie prey of worms. !Mero chaff 
even maj’^ move him on, and a thorn woundeth him sorely. If ho 
is satiated, he becomes wicked ; and if ho bo hungry, he will sin for 
a loaf of broad. Ho is swifter than the eagle in his pursuit after 
riches, and forgets death that pursues him. In time of trouble he 
multiplies his prayers ; ho uses smooth words, and is most liberal 
with his vows; but when enlarged, ho breaks his word, forgets his 
vows, and strengthens the bars of his gates, though death bo already 
in his chambers. He also multiplies guards on every side, whilst tlie 
enemy lies in wait in his very chamber; and no liedge can prevent 
the wolf from coming among the flock. Ho comoth into the world 
and knowoth not whence ; he rejoiceth, but knoweth not wherefore; ho 
liveth, but knoweth not how long. In youth ho follows his stubborn 
w.ays ; and when “the spirit of the Lord begins to stir him up,” ho en¬ 
deavours to collect substance and riches; then he fonsakes his native 
place and traverses oceans in a frail bark ; he treads arid deserts, and 
endangers his life among the dens of lions, and he goes up and down 
among the wild beasts. And when he imaginotli that his glory is great, 
and that ho hath obtained opulence, whilst in peace, the spoiler cometh 
upon him ; he openeth his eyes, and lo ! it is gone. Ho is continually 
subject to trouble, and to the vicissitudes of life that come and go, 
and to the evil occurrences which happen every hour, and to the 
plagues with which he is stricken every moment; and thus all his 
days are full of dread. If he bo one moment in peace, suddenly 
mischief will overtake him ; either will war expose him to the sword, 
or the piercing arrow vdll cut him off; or ho will be encompassed with 
sorrows; or lose his life in the raging billows; or evil and sore 
diseases will afflict him, until life becomes a l)urden, and ho finds the 
venom of asps even in his honey. And when his infirmities increase, 
his intellectual powers diminish; youths mock him and infants rule 
him; he becomes a burden oven to his own offspring, and acquaintances 
become estranged from him. And when his time hath come, ho passes 
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from his house to that of Death, and from tlie shadow of his cliamhers 
to the shadow of death ; his scarlet embroidered garments are then 
stripped off, and he becomes covered with crawling worms; ho is 
laid down in the dust, and thus returns to the element whence he 
came. When then may man, subject to all these vicissitudes, find 
a proper time for repentance, and to wash away the filth of his 
perversion ? The day is short and the work great, and the task¬ 
masters, running to and fro, are urgent, whilst time laughs at him, 
and the master of the house presses upon him \ Therefore, 0 my 
God! I beseech thee to consider the troubles to which man is 
subject: and if I have committed evil, yet, bo tlioii good to me, and 
do not requite measure for measure to a man whose iniquities arc 
without measure, and who at his death goeth away unaccomi>anied 
by glory. 

0 my God! if my iniquity is greater than can be borne, wilt thou 
not regard thy great name? and if I do not place my hope in thy 
mercies, who will have pity on mo besides thee? Therefore ‘though 
thou shouldst slay me, yet will I hope in thee and if thou enquire 
after my iniquit)% I will flee from thee to thee-, and in tby shadow 
will take shelter from thine anger. I will lay hold of the fringe of 
thy mercy until thou hast compassion on me, and I will not desist until 
thou hast blessed me. 0 remember that thou hast formed mo out of 
clay, and that thou hast tried me witli these troubles; I theroforo beseech 
thee not to visit mo according to my works, nor cause me to eat the 
fruit of my evil actions; but defer thine anger against me, and cause not 
my last day to draw near ero 1 have made provision to return to my 
eternal abode. Do not hasten to send me out of the land of the living 
while the load of my trespasses is yet ‘‘bound on my shoulders.” 
And when thou puttest mine iniquities in one scale, O put my 
afflictions in the other; and when thou rememberest my wickedness 
and rebellion, regard also mine allliction and misery; and place 
these against the others. 0 my God ! I beseech thee to remember 
that thou hast caused me to wander about the earth, and that thou 
hast tried me in the crucible of captivity, that thou hast purified me 
from my great wickedness but thou hast not entirely consumed me. I 
am therefore conscious that it is for my good that thou hast tried me, 
and in faithfulness hast thou afllicted me, and, in order that it may be 
well with me in my latter end, hast thou brought mo into this trial of 
troubles. Let, therefore, 0 my God ! (hy tender mercies be moved 
towards me, and do not send thy whole wrath upon me, nor requite 
me according to my works, but say to the destroying angel, “it is 
enough.” For what high degree or pre-eminence is mine, that thou 
shouldst enquire after my iniquity and punish it rigorously, sotting 
a watch over mo to catch me as a bull is caught in a snare ‘?—Is not 
the greatest part of my days already jDast and gone, and shall the 
remainder be consumed in iniquity ?—And though I am hero to-day, 
yet to-morrow “thine eyes may be turned on me, and I am no more.”

Take now thy son, thine only son Isaac, 
whom thou lovest, and get thee into the land of Moriah, and offer 
him there for a burnt-offering upon one of the mountains which 
I will tell thee of. Abraham rose up early in the morning, saddled 
his ass, and took two of his young men with him, and his son Isaac ; 
and he clave the wood for the burnt-offering, and rose up and went 
unto the place of which God had told him. On the third day, 
Abraham lifted up his eyes and saw the place afirr off. Then 
Abraham said unto his young men. Abide you here with the ass, 
and I and the lad will go yonder, and we will worship, and return 
again to you. Abraham took the wood of the burnt-offering, and 
laid it upon Isaac, his son ; and he took in his hand the fire, and the 
knife: and they went both of them together. And Isaac spake unto 
Abraham, his father, and said. My father: and he said, Here am I, 
my son. And ho (Isaac) said, Behold, the fire and the wood ; but 
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wliere is the lamb for a burnt-offering? And Abraham said, My son, 
God will provide himself a lamb for a burnt-offering: so they wont 
both of them together. And they came to the place which God had 
told him of; and Abraham built an altar there, and laid the wood in 
order ; and bound Isaac, his son, and placed him on the altar, upon 
the wood. Then Abraham stretched forth his hand, and took tlio 
knife to slay his son. And the angel of the Lord called unto him 
out of heaven, and said, Abraham, Abraham ! and ho said, Hero 
am I. And he (the angel) said. Lay not thine hand upon the lad, 
neither do thou anything unto him : for now I know that thou 
fe.arest God, seeing thou hast not withheld thy son, thine only son, 
from me. And Abraham lifted up his eyes, and looked, and behold, 
behind him, a ram caught in a thicket by his horns’: and Abraham 
went and took the ram, and offered him up for a burnt-offering in 
the stead of his son. And Abraham called the name of the place 
Adonai-yirdh: as it is said to this day. On the mount of the Lord 
it shall bo seen. And the angel of the Lord called unto Abraham 
out of heaven a second time, and said. By myself have I sworn, sailh 
the Lord, because thou hast done this thing, and hast not withheld 
thy son, thine only son: that I will surely bless thee, and I will 
surely multiply thy seed as the stars of the heaven, and as the sand 
which is upon the sea-shore; and thy seed shall possess the gato 
of their enemies ; and through thy seed shall all the nations of the 
earth be blessed ; because thou hast obeyed my voice. So Abraham 
returned to his young men, and they rose up, and went together to 
Beer-sheba: and Abraham dwelt at Beer-shoba.” 

Sovereign of the universe ! as he (Abraham) mastered his tenderness 
to perform thy will with an upright heart, so, wo beseech thee, let 
thy mercy master thine anger; and let thy mercy prevail over 
thine attribute of strict justice; and act towards us, O Lord, our 
God, with the attribute of mercy, and the attribute of benevolence; 
and judge us not according to rigorous justice: and, in thy great 
goodness, turn aside the fierceness of thine anger from thy people, 
thy city, th}^ land, and thine heritage; and confirm unto us, O Lord, 
our God, the word of which thou hast assured us in thy Law, 
through thy servant Moses; as it is said^ “And I will remember 
my covenant with Jacob, and also my covenant with Isaac, and also

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my covenant with Abraham, will I remember, and the land will 
I also remember.’* And it is said', “And yet for all that, when 
they be in the land of their enemies, I will not reject them, neither 
will I abhor them, to destroy them utterly, and to break my covenant 
with them : for I am tlie Lord their God.” And it is said*, “I will 
for their sakes remember the covenant of their ancestors whom I 
brought forth out of tlie land of Egypt, in the sight of the nations, 
that I might be their God: I am the Lord ! ” And it is said’, “ The 
Lord, thy God, will bring thee back, out of captivity, and have 
compassion upon thee, and will return and gather thee from all the 
nations whither the Lord, thy God, hath scattered thee. If any of 
thine bo driven out unto the remotest parts of heaven, from thence 
will the Lord, thy God, gather thee, and from thence will ho fetch 
thee. And the Lord, thy God, will bring thee into the land which 
thy fathers possessed, and thou shalt possess it: and ho will do thee 
good, and multiply thee, above thy fathers.” And it is said^ 
“0 Lord ! be gi\acious unto us, we have waited for thee: bo thou our 
strength every morning, our salvation also in the time of distress.” 
And it is said®, “ It is even a time of trouble unto Jacob, but he shall 
be saved out of it.’* And it is said “ In all their allliction ho was 
afllicted, and the angel of his presence saved them: in his love, and 
in his pity, he redeemed them, and he bare them, and carried them 
all the days of old.” And it is said’, “Who is omnipotent, like 
unto thee, pardoning iniquity, and passing by the transgression to 
the residue of his heritage ? Ho rotainoth not his anger for over, 
because he delighteth in mercy. Ho will turn again and have 
compassion on us; he will subdue our iniquities ; yea, thou wilt cast 
all their sins into the depths of the sea.” And all our sins, and all 
the sins of thy people, the hou.se of Israel, thou wilt cast them into 
a idace where they shall not be remembered, nor visited, nor thought 
of, for ever. “ ® Thou wilt shew faithfulness to Jacob, and mercy unto 
Abraham, which thou hast sworn unto our fathers, in the d.ays of 
old.” And it is said®, “And I will bring them unto my holy 
mountain, and I will make them rejoice in my house of prayer; 
their burnt-otferings and their sacrifices shall be accepted on mine 
altar, for my house shall be called a house of prayer for all nations.” 

Mislinah, Treatise P^ah, chap, i, § i. 

These are the things which have no fixed limit by the L.aw ; viz. the 
corner of the field ; the first fruits ; the amount of the olVering on 
appearance before the Lord; {which every male was obliged to bring 
into the temple on the Passover) ; acts of charity; and the study of 
tho Law. These are the commandments, whereof the man who 
Ijerformeth them enjoyeth tho fruits in this world; and tho prin¬ 
cipal stock remaineth for the future one: viz. honouring father and

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mother; acts of charity; nursing the sick ; hospitality to strangers; 
early attendance at the synagogue ; making peace between a man and 
his fellow; and between husband and wife. But the study of the 
Law is superior to all 


Man should at all times fear God, as well in private as in public ; 
confess the truth, and speak the truth as it is in his heart: let him 
rise early and say: 


Sovereign of the worlds, and Lord of lords! "wg presume not to 
present our supplications before thee for our righteousness, but in 
reliance on thine abundant mercies. “ O Lord ! hear; O Lord ! 
pardon; 0 Lord ! hearken, and grant our request; delay not for 
thine own sake, 0 my God! for thy city and thy people are called 
by thy name.’* What are we? What is our life? What our 
goodness ? What our righteousness ? What our help ? What 
our power? What our might? What, then, shall wo say in 
thy presence, 0 Lord, our God, and the God of our fathers? 
Are not the mightiest heroes as nought before thee ? men of renown, 
as if they had not existed; wise men, as if they were without 
knowledge; and the intelligent, as if void of understanding? For 
most of our actions are void, and the days of our life but vanity, 
before thee ; even the pre-eminence of man over the beast is nought, 
for all is vanity ; except that pure soul which must hereafter give an 
account, when in judgment, before the throne of thy glory; and 
all nations are as nought before thee: as it is said', Behold, the 
nations are as a drop of a bucket; and as tho small dust of the 
balance are they accounted : behold, he taketh up tho isles as a very 
little thing.” Yet we are thy people, tho children of thy covenant; 
the children of Abraham, thy beloved, to whom thou didst swear on 
mount Moriah; the seed of Isaac, who for thy sake was bound and 
laid on the altar: the congregation of Jacob, thy first-born son, 
whom from the love wherewith thou didst love him, and the joy 
where\vith thou didst rejoice in him, thou hast called Israel and 
Jeshurun. 


Wo, therefore, are in duty bound to give thanks unto thee; to 
praise, glorify, and extol thee; and to offer song, praise, and thanks¬ 
giving, unto thy great name: we are also in duty bound to repeat 
daily and regularly a song of praise. O happy are we! How 
goodly is our portion ! How pleasant our lot! How l^eautiful our 
inheritance ! O happy are we, that attend early in the morning, and 
late in the evening in the synagogues, and in tho houses where the 
Law is studied: proclaiming the unity of thy name, with fer\*ent

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love, by repeating daily twice, Hear, 0 Israel! the Lord is our God, 
the Lord is One ! ” (Blessed be the name of the glory of his kingdom 
for ever and ever!) 


Thou wast the same One before thou didst create the world ; and 
thou art the same One since thou didst create the world; thou art 
God in this world, and thou wilt bo God in the world to come; 
^•Thou art immutable! Thy j^ears have no end.” Sanctify thy 
name in thy world, through a people that sanctify thy name; and 
through thy salvation, exalt and raise on high our horn of salvation ; 
and save thou us speedily for thy name’s sake. Blessed be he who 
sanctifieth thy name in public. 


Thou art the Lord, who art God in the heaven above, and on the earth 
beneath ; in the high heaven of heavens and in the lower heavens: 
thou art the first, and thou art the last; and besides thee there is no 
God. 0 gather the dispersions of those who hope in thee from the four 
corners of the earth ; that the whole world may know and acknow¬ 
ledge that thou art God ! thou alone, supreme above all the kingdoms 
of the earth. Thou hast made the heavens and the earth, the sea, 
and all that is in them ; and which, among all the work of thy hands, 
either celestial or terrestrial, can say unto thee. What doest thou? 
or, What workest thou ? Our Father, who art in heaven, deal kindly 
and graciously with us, for the sake of thy great, mighty, and 
tremendous name, by which we are called; and fulfil unto us, 0 Lord, 
our God, the word which thou hast assured us of by Zephaniah thy 
prophet, as it is said’, “At that timo I will bring you in; and 
at that time when I g*ather you, I will appoint you for a name, 
and a praise among .all the people of the earth ; when I bring back 
your c.aptivity before your eyes, saith the Lord.” 


May it be thy will, 0 Lord, our God, and the God of our fathers, 
to have compassion on us, to p.ardon .all our sins, to forgive all our 
inicpiities, and to grant us remission for all our transgressions; and 
that the holy temple may speedily be rebuilt in our d.ays, that wo 
m.ay offer before thee the continual burnt-offering, that may atone 
for us : .as thou hast prescribed in thy Law, by tho hand of thy 
seiwant Moses; as it is said.

“And the Lord spake unto j\Ioses, saying. Command tho children 
of Israel, and say unto them. My offering, my bread, which iny firo 
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consumes, for a sweet savour unto me, ye shall obseiwo to offer 
unto mo in its due season. Say also unto them, This is the offering 
made by lire which ye shall offer unto tho Lord; two he-lambs of 
the first year without blemish eveiy day, for a continual burnt- 
offering. The one lamb shalt thou offer in the morning, and tho 
other lamb shalt thou offer at oven h And a tenth part of an Ephah* 
of line flour for a meal-offering, mingled with tho fourth part of an 
Hin * of beaten oU. A continual burnt-offering like that whicli was 
brought, on mount Sinai’, for a sweet savour, an offering made by 
fire unto the Lord. And the drink-offering thereof shall bo the 
fourth part of an Hin for tho one lamb : in tho holy place slialt 
thou cause the strong wine to be poured out for a drink-offering 
to tho Lord. And the other lamb shalt thou offer at even, as the 
meal-offering of the morning, .and as tho drink-offering thereof shalt 
thou offer it, an offering made by fire of a sweet savour unto the 
Lord,” 


On tho Sabbath add : 

‘‘And on the Sabbath-day, two ho-lambs of tho first year without 
blemish, and two tenth deals of fine flour fora meal-offering, mingled 
with oil, and tho drink-offering thereof: this is the burnt-offering of 
cver}^ Sabbath, beside the continual burnt-offering, and its drink- 
offering.” 

Till here. 

Thou art tho Lord, our God, before whom our ancestors burned 
incense, whilst the holy temple was established, as thou didst com¬ 
mand them through Closes, thy prophet, as it is written in thy Law‘, 
“And the Lord said unto Moses, Take unto thee sweet spices, stacte, 
onycha, and galbanum ; these sweet spices with pure frankincense ; of 
each shall there be a like weight. And thou shalt make of it incense, 
a perfume after tho art of the perfumer, tempered together, pure and 
holy. And thou shalt 'beat some of it very small, and put of it 
before tlie testimony in the tabernacle of the congregation, where 
I will meet with thee; it shall be unto you most holy.” And it is 
said’, “And Aaron sliall burn thereon (on tho altar) incense of 
spices every morning: when ho dressoth tho lamps ho shall burn 
incense upon it. And when Aaron lighteth the lamps at even, ho 
shall burn incense upon it; a perpetual burning of incense before 
the Lord throughout your generations.”

hundred and sixty-five of which were according to the number of 
days of the solar year j and of the tliree remaining manehs, the liigh 
priest was to take liis hands full, on the day of Atonement: these 
were again put into the mortar on the eve of the day of Atonement, 
to perform the coininandment, “Take of the finest beaten incense.” 
It was composed of eleven sorts of spices ; viz. balm, onycha', gal- 
banum, frankincense, of each an equal weight, viz. seventy manehs: 
myrrh, cassia, spikenard, saffron, of each an equal weight, sixteen 
manehs: costus, twelve manehs; the rind of an odoriferous tree", 
three manehs; cinnamon, nine manehs ; soap of Carsina, nine kabs^; 
wine of Cyprus, three seahs\ and three kabs; and if Cyprus wine 
could not bo had, strong white wine was substituted for it; of salt 
of Sodom, the fourth part of a kab; and of an herb which caused 
thesmoke to ascend in a straight lino, a small quantity. Rabbi Kathan 
the Babylonian said, also a small quantity of the amber of Jordan 
was added. If honey was mixed with it, it made it unfit for 
sacred use; whilst he who omitted any one of the ingredients was 
accounted to have incurred the penalty of death. 

Rabbi Simeon, the son of Gamliel, saith that the balm issues from 
an incision in the tree called Balsamum. For what purpose did they 
use the soap of Carsina ? To refine the onycha (or cloves) that it 
might have a handsome appearance: and for what purpose was the 
wine of Cyprus brought? To soak the onycha (or cloves) therein, 
that it might become hard; and though Mey Raglayim was 
proper for the purpose, yet was it not used, because it was not 
decent to bring it into the temple. 

“And may the offering of Judah and Jerusalem bo pleasant unto 
the Lord, as in ancient days, and as in former years.” 

Abbayeh has in the name of the Talmudists and according to the 
opinion of Abba Saul, thus described the order of the daily service 
in the temple. The great order preceded the second order of the 
incense; and the second order of incense preceded the ranging of 
the two pieces of wood upon the altar; and the ranging of the two 
pieces of wood preceded the removal of the ashes from the inner 
altar; and the removal of the ashes from the inner altar preceded 
the dressing of tho five lamps of the golden candlestick^; and the 
dressing of the five lamps jireceded tho sprinkling of tho blood of 
the continual offering; and the sprinkling of tho blood of tho con¬ 
tinual offering preceded tho dressing of the remaining two lamps; 
and tho dressing of the two lamps preceded the burning of incense; 
and tho incense preceded the offering of tho members of the sacrifice; 
and tho offering of the members preceded the meal-offering; and the 
meal-offering preceded the baked meal-offering®, and the baked meal-

sixth part of a scab. * A scab contained about two gallons, one pint, and 

tt cubic inch. * See Exod. xxx. 7. ® See Lev. vi. 15. 
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offering preceded the drink-offerings; and the drink-offerings pre¬ 
ceded the additional * offerings; and the additional offerings preceded 
the two spoonfuls - of frankincense; and the two spoonfuls of 
frankincense preceded the continual evening-offering; as it is said 
“And he shall lay the burnt-offering in order upon it, and he sliall 
burn thereon the fat of the peace-offerings; ” i. e. he shall therewitli 
finish all the offerings of the day. 

0 Lord! we beseech thee to loosen, with the greatness of thy 
powerful right hand, those who are bound in captivity. Accept the 
ciy of thy people ; e.xalt and purify us, 0 thou who art tremendous! 
0 most powerful God ! we beseech thee to preserve, as the a})ple of 
the eye, those who seek thy unity. Bless them, purify them, bestow 
thy loving-kindness on them continually. Thou, who art most 
mighty and holy, guide thy congregate people with thy abundant 
goodness. Thou who art an exalted unity, turn unto tJiy people 
who remember thy holiness. Accept our prayers, and hearken to 
our cries, 0 thou who knowest all hidden things. 

(Blessed be the n.^mo of the glory of his kingdom for over and over !) said in 
an undertone. 

Sovereign of the universe! thou didst command us to offer the 
daily sacrifice in its appointed time; and that the priests .should 
officiate in their .seiwice, and the Levites at their stand, and the 
Israelites by their delegates. But, at pre.sent, on account of our 
sins, the temple is laid waste, and the daily sacrifice hatli ceased ; 
for we have neither an officiating priest, nor a Levite at his .stand, nor 
an Israelite as delegate. But thou hast .said, that the prayers of our 
lips shall be accejited as the offering of bulls ■*. Therefore let it be thy 
will, 0 Lord, our God and the God of our ffither-s, that the prayers 
of our lips may be accounted, accepted, and esteemed before thee, 
as if we had offered the daily .sacrifice at its appointed time, and had 
been represented by our delegation. And it is said®, “And he 
.shall kill it at the side of the altar, northward before the Lord ; and 
the priests, Aaron’s sons, .shall sprinkle his blood round about the 
altar.” And it is .said®, “This is the law of tlie burnt-offering, of 
the meal-offering, of the sin-offering, of the trespass-offering, of the 
dedication, and of the sacrifice of the peace-offerings.”

Which are the places where the offerings were slaughtered ? The 
most holy of them were slain on the north side ; the bull and the

spoonfuls of frankincense wore put by the shew-bread every Sabb.ath. ’ Lev.

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lie-goat, for the day of Atonement, were slain on the north side; 
the blood thereof was received in a vessel of sacred service on the 
north side; it was requisite to sprinkle that blood between the 
staves of the ark, upon the veil and upon the golden altar. Any 
sprinkling omitted, impeded the atonement; the remaining blood 
the priest poured out on the base of the outer altar, on the west side 
thereof; if omitted, the atonement was not impeded. 

The bulls and the he-goats, which were to bo wholly burnt, were 
slaughtered on the north side, and their blood was there received 
in vessels of service. It was requisite to sprinkle their blood 
also upon the veil and upon the golden altar; any sprinkling 
omitted impeded the atonement. The remaining blood was poured 
out at the base of the outer altar on the west side thereof; if 
omitted, the atonement was not impeded. These, as well as the 
preceding offerings, were burnt in tlie repository of ashes. Tlie 
sin-offerings of the whole congregation, and of an individualthese 
are the sin-offerings of the whole congregation: the he-goats offered 
on the new moon, and on the festivals, were slaughtered on the 
north side, and their blood was received in vessels of service there; 
of that blood it was requisite to make four sprinklings on the four 
corners of the outer altar. It was performed after this manner : the 
priest went up the ascent, and turned towards the circuit, and came 
to the south-east corner, then to the north-east, so on to the north¬ 
west, and from thence to the south-west: the remaining blood was 
poured out at the south side at the base of the outer altar; these 
(offerings) were eaten only by the males of the priesthood, within 
the hangings of the court, dressed after any manner, the same day 
and following night, until midnight. The burnt-offering is one of 
the most holy: it was slain on the north side, and its blood was 
there received in vessels of service; it was requisite to make two 
sprinklings of that blood, and it was so sprinkled as to produce 
four; it was necessary to flay and dismember it, and to consume it 
totally by fire. The peace-offerings of the whole congregation and 
the trespass-ofierings:—these are the trespass-offerings: the trespass¬ 
offering for robbery; for the profane appropriation of sanctified things; 
for carnally knowing a betrothed handmaid ; that which was brought 
by the Nazarite for defiling himself with a dead body; by the leper ’; 
and for a sin about which there was a doubt (whether it must be 
atoned for by a sin-offering): these were slaughtered on the north 
side, and the blood was there received in vessels of service; of that 
blood it was requisite to make two sprinklings, so as to produce four: 
these (oflerings) were eaten only within the hangings of the court b}' 
the males of the i)riesthood, dressed after any manner, during that 
day and following night until midnight. The thanksgiving-offering 
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(of iiKlividuals) and the ram of the Nazaritewere holy in a minor 
degree; they might bo slain in any part of the court; it was 
requisite to make of their blood two sprinklings, so as to produce 
four; they might be eaten in any part of the city, by any person, 
dressed after any manner, the whole of that day and following 
night, until midnight. With the portion of them appertaining 
to the priests, the same rule was observed, save that it was to be 
eaten by the priests, their wives, their children, and their servants 
only. Peace-oiferings are also holy in a minor degree; they might 
be killed in any part of the court, and it w'as requisite to sprinkle 
their blood twice so as to produce four; they might be eaten 
in any part of the city, by any person, dressed after any manner, 
during two daj’S and one night"; the portion thereof appertaining to 
the priests, was like the rest, save that it was to be eaten by the 
priests, their wives, their children, and their servants only. The 
first-born of beasts, the tithes of cattle, and the paschal lamb, were 
holy in a minor degree; they might be killed in any part of the 
court, only one sprinkling of their blood was requisite, but it had 
to be sprinkled towards the base of the altar: there was, however, 
a distinction in the eating of them ; for the lii’st-born was eaten by 
the priests only, but the tithe by all persons ; both might bo eaten in 
any part of the city, dressed after any manner, during two days and 
one nights The paschal lamb was to be eaten that night only, and 
not later than midnight: neither was it to bo eaten but by tho.se that 
were numbered and appointed for it: nor was it to bo eaten in any 
other manner than roasted.

Rabbi Ishmael says, the Law is expounded by thirteen rules: 
viz. By inference from minor to major or the reverse. By a decision 
founded on a similarity of phrases in texts. From the principal rule 
contained in one verse, or deduced from two verses. From com¬ 
paring a general proposition with its specific particular. From a 
particular term followed by a general one. Precepts treated of first 
in general, then in particular, and again in general terms, must be 
e.xplained according to the tenor of the particular specification. 
From a general proposition that requires a particular or specific term 
to explain it, and from a particular term that requires a general one. 
Whatever term is included in a general proposition, and is afterwards 
particularly excepted therefrom, in order to teach us something 
concerning it: the exception is not given only for its own sake, but 
to teach that the same affects the whole general term. Whatever is 
included in a general proposition, and is afterwards excepted to

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prove an argument similar to its subject, tends to alleviate but 
does not aggravate the determination. Whatever is included in 
a general proposition, and is afterwards excepted, to state a case 
differing from its subject, serves both to lessen and to add. Every 
thing included in a general proposition, and afterwards excepted to 
determine a now matter, cannot bo applied to the general proposi¬ 
tion, unless it be expressly applied and mentioned in the text. 
Whatever is deduced from the context itself, or is deduced from 
the end of the text. And thus, when two texts contradict each 
other, we cannot determine the sense until a third text is produced 
which reconciles them.

I will extol thee, 0 Lord ! for thou hast drawn me up, and hast 
not suffered my foes to rejoice over me. 0 Lord, my God ! I cried unto 
thee, and thou hast healed me. 0 Lord, thou hast brought up my 
soul from the grave: thou hast kept me alive, that I should not go 
down to the pit.

His 
going forth is from the end of the heaven, and his circuit unto the 
extreme ends thereof; and tliere is nothing hidden from his heat.— 
The Law of the Lord is perfect, comforting the soul; the testimony 
of the Lord is faithful, making the simple wise. The statutes of 
the Lord are right, rejoicing the heart: the commandment of the 
Lord is clear, enlightening the eyes. The fear of the Lord is 
pure, enduring for ever: the judgments of the Lord are true, 
and righteous altogether. Tliey are more to be desired than gold, 
and much fine gold ; they are sweeter tlian honey, and the droppings 
of honeycombs. Moreover thy servant is admonished by them ; 
and for keeping them the reward is great. Wlio can discern 
his errors? 0 cleanse me from hidden faults! Keep back thy 
servant also from presumptuous sins, let them not have dominion 
over me: then shall I be blameless, and shall bo clear from great 
transgression ! 0 may the words of my inoutli, and the meditation 
of my heart be acceptable before thee, 0 Lord! my Kock, and my 
Kedeemer! 

Ps. xxxiii. 

Rejoice, ye just, in the Lord ; for praise is comely to the righteous. 
Give thanks unto the Lord with the harp: sing unto him with the 
ten-stringed psaltery. Sing unto him a new song; let the trumpet 
utter a melodious sound. For the word of the Lord is right; and 
all his work is faithful. He loveth righteousness and justice; the 
earth is full of the mercy of the Lord. By tlie word of the Lord the 
heavens were made ; and all their hosts by the breath of liis mouth. 
He giithereth together as a heap, the waters of the .sea: he l.ayeth up 
the deeps in storehouses. Let all the earth fear the Lord ; let all 
the inhabitants of the world stand in awe of him ; for ho spake— 
and it was done ; he commanded—and it was established. The Lord 
frustrateth the counsel of nations: he annihilatetli the devices of 
peoples. The counsel of the Lord will stand for ever ; and the 
thoughts of his heart to all generations. Happy is the nation whoso 
God is the Lord : the people whom he hath chosen for his own 
heritage. The Lord looketh down from heaven ; ho boholdeth all 
the sons of men. From tlio pl.ace of his abode ho superintendeth 
all the inhabitants of the earth ; he who fashioneth all their hearts, 
he who understandeth all their works. A king is not saved by a 
mighty host: neither doth the mighty man escape by tlie greatness 
pf his strength. Vain is the horse for safety; and he shall not 
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escape by his groat strength. Behold ! the oyo of the Lord is upon 
those who fear him ; upon those who hope for liis mercy, to deliver 
their soul from death, and to keep them alive in famine. Our soul 
waiteth for the Lord ; ho is our help and our shield. For in him 
our heart shall rejoice : because we have trusted in his holy name. 
Let thy mercy, 0 Lord! be with us, according as we have hoped 
in thee. 

Ps. xxxiv‘. 

A Psalm of David, when he disguised iiis reason" before 
Abimelech’, who drove him away, and he departed. —I will 
bless the Lord at all times ; his praise shall be continually in my 
mouth. My soul boasts itself in the Lord: the meek shall hear 
it, and rejoice. 0 magnify the Lord with me, and let us extol 
his name together. I sought the Lord, and ho answered me, and 
delivered me from all my fears. They who looked up unto him 
became lightened, and their faces shall not be put to shame. This 
poor man cried, and the Lord heard him ; and saved him out of all 
his troubles. The angel of the Lord encampeth round about those 
who fear him, and delivereth them. Consider ^ and sec how good 
the Lord is; liap 2 )y is tho man who trusteth in him. 0 fear tho 
Lord, ye his holy ones : for tliere is no want to those who fear him. 
Even young lions do lack and suffer hunger; but they who seek tho 
Lord shall not want any good. Come, ye children, hearken unto 
me; I will teach you tho fear of the Lord. Who is tho man that 
desireth life, and loveth many days, that he may sco good ? Keep 
thy tongue from evil, and thy lips from speaking guile. Depart 
from evil, and do good ; seek peace, and pursue it. Tho eyes of tho 
Lord are towards the righteous, and his ears are open unto their cry. 
But the anger of the Lord is against those who do evil, to cut off the 
remembrance of them from the earth. The (righteous) ciy, and the 
Lord heareth, and delivereth them out of all their troubles. The 
Lord is nigh to the broken-hearted ; and tho contrite in spirit ho 
saveth. Though many afflictions befall the righteous; j'ot the Lord 
delivereth him from them all. Ho guardeth all his bones; so that 
not one of them is broken. Vico shall slay tho wicked : and those 
who hate the righteous shall be held guilty. Tho Lord redeemeth 
tlie soul of his servant; and those who trust in him shall never be 
held guilty. 

Ps. XC, 

A Prayer of Moses the Man of God. —0 Lord ! thou hast been 
our refuge in all generations. Ere the mountains were brought 
forth, ere thou formedst the earth and tho world, even from eternity 
to eternity, thou art God ! Thou reducest man to abasement: then 
thou sayest. Return, ye children of men. For a thousand years in 
thy sight are but as yesterday, which is passed; and as a watch 
in tho night. Thou carriest them away as a torrent; they are as in 
a sleep ; in the morning they are like grass which groweth up. In

down and withered. Thus are we consumed by thino anger, and 
confounded by tliy wrath. Thou hast set our iniquities before theo, 
our secret sins before the liglit of thy countenance. For all our d.ays 
have passed away in thy wrath; we finish our years like a sigh. 
The days of our years are with some, tlireescore years and ten, or 
by extraordinary vigour, fourscore years, yet is their boast but 
labour and sorrow: for it is soon cut off, and we flee away. Who 
knoweth the power of thino anger? Even as thy awfiilness, so is 
tliy wrath. 0 teach us to number our days ; that we may acquire 
a heart of wisdom. Return unto us, O Lord! How long?—Again 
have pity on tliy seiwants. Satisfy us in the morning with tliy 
mercy, that wo may rejoice and be glad all our days. ^lake us 
rejoice according to tho daj’s wherein thou hast afflicted us ; and the 
years in which we only saw trouble. Let thy works appear unto 
thy son-ants, and thy glory upon their children. And may the 
beauty of the Lord, our God, be upon us: and establish thou the 
•work of our hands upon us; yea, the work of our hands establish 
thou it. 

Ps. xci. 

0 thou who dwellest in the shelter of the Most High, and 
abidest under the shadow of tho Almighty! I say unto thee, 
The Lord is my protection and my fortress, my God, in whom 
I trust. He will surely deliver thee from the fowler’s snare, 
and from the destructive pestilence. He will cover thee with 
his pinion, and under his wings shalt thou take refuge; his truth 
shall be thy shield and buckler. Thou shalt not be afraid of tho 
terror of the night, nor of the arrow that flieth by day ; nor of tho 
pestilence which stalketh in darkness; nor of tho destruction that 
wasteth at noon-day. Though a thousand shall fall at thy side, and 
ten thousand at thy right hand; it shall not come nigh unto thee. 
Thou shalt only behold it with thino eyes, and see the retribution of 
tho wicked.

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If thou provest my heart, visitest mo in tho night, triest mo, 
0, that thou mayest not find anything! did I purpose any evil, 
may it not pass my mouth in human action ; by tlie words of 
tliy lips, I liave kept me from the paths of tho lawless. My feet 
are firm in thy paths and my footsteps slip not. I call upon thee, 
for thou wilt hear mo, 0 God! incline thine ear unto mo, and 
hearken to my speech.

Because of thine indignation, .and thy wrath ; for thou hast lifted me 
up on high, and then hast cast me down. My days are like a shadow 
that declineth ; and I wither like grass. But thou, 0 Lord ! endurest 
for ever, and thy memorial unto all generations. TIioii wilt arise, 
and have anercy on Zion; for it is the time to favour her, the 
.appointed time is come.—Dear .are the stones thereof to thy seiwants, 
and the dust thereof they cherish.—Then sh.all the n.ations fear the 
ii.ame of the Lord : and all tho kings of the earth tliy glory. The 
Lord hath built Zion, and appears in his glory. He rogardeth tho 
pr.ayer of the forsaken, and did not despise their prayer. Let this be 
written to tho Latest generation, that the peojfie wliicli shall then bo 
cre.ated, may praise tho name of the Lord. For ho halli looked down 
from the lieight of his sanctuary; from lie.aven did the Lord Ijoliold 
tho earth. To hear the sigliing of the prisoner, to loosen tlioso tli.at 
are doomed to death. That tho name of tho Lord be proclaimed in 
Zion, and his praise in Jerusalem; when n.ations are gathered 
together, and kingdoms to servo the Lord. He weakened my 
strength in the w.ay, and shortened my d.ays; I said, 0 my God! 
take me not .aw.ay in the midst of my d.ays ; thy years .are throughout 
.all generations. Tliou hast of old laid the foundation of the e.arlh ; 
the he.avens .are tho work of thy hands; all tlieso sli.all perish, thou 
.alone wilt endure ; they will all wax old .as a g.arment; thou changest 
them as a vesture, and they are changed. But thou .art the same, 
and thy ye.ars .are without end. May the children of thy servants 
continue to dwell in the land ; and be their seed est.ablished for ever 
before thee. 


Ps. ciii. 

A Psalm of David. —0 my soul, bless the Lord, and .all that is 
within me, bless his lioly name. Bless the Lord, 0 my soul, and 
forget not .all his benefits. He forgivoth .all thine iniquities; he 
healeth all thy diseases ; ho redeeineth thy life from the gr.avo; 
he crowneth thee with benevolence .and mercy ; ho satisfieth thy 
mouth with good ; so that thy youth is renewed like tho o.agle’s. 
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The Lord oxecutcth riglitcousness and judgment for all that are 
oppressed. He made known his ways unto Moses, his wonderful 
works unto the children of Israel. The Lord is merciful and 
gracious, long-suffering, and abundant in mercy. lie will not 
always contend : neither will he retain his anger for ever.

They gather that which thou givest them : thou openest 
thy hand, and they are satisfied with good. Thou hidest thy face— 
they are troubled.

They also all willingly receive from eacli otlier the yoke 
of the kingdom of heaven; and give sanction to each other ‘ to 
sanctify their Maker with a tranquil spirit, pure delivery, and .sacred 
harmony; they all respond in unison with awful fear, and proclaim 
with reverence % “Holy, holy, holy is the Lord of Hosts! tlie 
whole earth is full of his glory! ” And the Ophanim, and holy 
Creatures, with a great noise upraise themselves towards each other, 
praising and saying’, “Blessed be the glory of the Lord from his 
place 1 ’’ 

To the blessed God all shall offer harmonious strains. To the 
King, the living and ever-existing God, they shall oiler hymns, and 
cause praises to bo heard, for he alone is exalted and holy, who 
worketh mighty deeds, and maketh new things : he is the Lord 
of battles ; he soweth righteousness, he causeth salvation to si)ring 
forth ; he createth remedies, is tremendous in praises, and Lord 
of wonders, who in his goodness every day constantly renewetli 
the works of the creation : as it is said “ (Give praise) to him who 
makes great luminaries, for his merc}’^ endureth for ever” ; ho hath 
also set the heavenly lights in order by which he gladdens the 
world that he hath created.—Blessed art thou, 0 Lord, the Former 
of the luminaries ! 

With everlasting love hast thou loved us, 0 Lord, our God! 
and with great and exceeding mercy hast thou compassionated us. 
0 our Father, and our King I for the .sake of tliy groat name, 
and for the .sake of our fathei's, who trusted in thee, and whom 
thou didst teach the statutes of life, that they might perform thy 
will with a perfect heart; bo also gracious unto lus, 0 our Father I 
who art a merciful Father, over compassionate. Have mercy upon 
us, we beseech thee, and enlighten our hearts with understanding, 
that we may be able to understand, discern, hearken, learn, teach, 
keep, execute, and accomplish with due aficction all the words of

And ye shall teach them your children, speaking of 
them when thou sittest in thy house, and when thou walkest by 
the way, and when thou liest down, and when thou riscst up. 
And thou shalt write them upon the door-posts of thy house, and 
upon thy gates. That your days, and the days of your children, may 
be multiplied in the land which the Lord sware unto your fathers to 
give them, as the days of the heavens above the earth.

The approach to 
thee is nigh unto the penitent, but far distant from the perverse. 
The pure souls have seen thee, and want no other light. They 
lieard thee with their intellect, for their ears wore deafened.

The “Lord of Hosts” is the name of thy glorious kingdom. The 
“ Lord is One ” is the name of thy divinity. The immensity of thy 
kingdom cannot bo declared or expressed: nor can another bo 
joined to thy Godhead.

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The second dominion is the host of heaven, and the living 
creatures of the celestial chariot; their surface is full of eyes. 
Arranging themselves to the right and loft, they run to and fro ; 
and are established in their stations, in the highest spheres. And 
the Oi)hanim rise towards them, desiring to adore thy divine 
Presence. Then appear the standards of ten thousands of numerous 
hosts, all of whom arc wise, and mighty in deeds. Those who 
ascend after them are the sun and moon ; each hasteth to its place, 
to give light. With tliem all the stars of light join, wliich are 
appointed for various dominions, and also to give light. With these 
the host of heaven unite, and the waters which are above the heavens, 
seeking to perform the service of their ministry, according to tlieir 
appointed duty: there is none to obstruct or ensnare them, nor is 
there any froward or perverse among them. They grant and receive 
permission from each other, and with one accord lift uj) their voice, 
and joyfully shout in the name of the Lord, the eternal God. To 
them did the psalmist, in his sacred versos, call, “ Bless ye the Lord, 
all his hosts.” 

The third dominion and the hosts thereof, is tho earth, and all that 
is thereon: the expansions of the air and fire, and their products; 
the sea, and all it contains : fire, hail, and snow, which issue from his 
treasury, and tho stormy wind, which fulfillolh his behest. Tho 
streams of water, wliich, at his command, divided, and tho branches 
of Lebanon which intertwined by his wisdom. Tho herb which 
yieldeth seed, and the trees to plant, and the grass of the field which 
satisfies the beast. Ho hath caused tho fish of tho seas and even the 
whales to increase abundantly, and tho difforent winged birds 
after their kind. Like a well-spread table, thou didst cause tho earth 
to bring forth cattle and creeping things, and the beasts of the earth ; 
to deliver all into the hand of man, appointed by thee, when thou 
didst give him dominion over tho work of thy hands. That kings, 
a kingdom of priests, and a host of divine messengers might proceed 
from his loins ; for thou didst create man to give thanks to thy holy 
name, and hast called him into existence to glory in thy praise. Thou 
hast been sanctified and glorified among them ; and from tho mouth of 
babes and sucklings hast thou established strength. 0 may tho name 
of thy glorious kingdom bo exalted above all, by tho mouth of those 
who perform thy service, and who are sent on thy ministrations.

They eagerly haste to assemble, and strive to 
walk with thee. They clothe themselves with awe and contrition ;

have corrupted, we have done abominably; wo have gone astray 
ourselves, and have caused others to eiT; we have turned aside from 
thy good precepts and commandments, and wo have not heeded 
them ; “ But thou art just concerning all that is come upon us ; for 
thou hast dealt most truly, but wo have done wickedly.”

Sovereign of the Universe ! before I commence my confession 
I must acknowledge that I have no power to speak, nor confidence 
to lift up my head ; for mine iniquities overwhelm me, and, as 
a heavy burden, they weigh mo down : my transgressions are also 
too many to bo counted, and my sins too numerous to be expressed. 
I now confess before thee, 0 Lord, my God ! and tho God of my 
fathers with my head bowed down, and with my body bent; with 
an humbled spirit, and spent strength ; with a broken heart, bending, 
kneeling, and prostrate; in dread, in fear, and in awe; with trembling, 
terror, and grief, for the sins, the iniquities, and transgressions, 
which I have committed against thee, 0 Lord, my God! In thy 
presence, 0 Lord, my God ! will I now relate some of my ovil doings, 
of my perverse ways, and baso actions; for to make a complete 
enumeration of them is not possible; neither am I able to par¬ 
ticularize, or to specify them ; nor have I the power to sum them 
up ; nor am I worthy to implore pardon, forgiveness, and remission. 
What am I? What is my life? I am but vanity and emptiness;

And were I to attempt to specify, to sum 
up, or to particularize them, time would fail but they would not 
come to an end; neither have I the courage to confess them, IMy 
iniquity is greater than I can bear, and my transgressions are 
without number I I am ashamed and confounded, as a thief when 
he is detected.

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Sovereign of the Universe! if I attempted to particularize my 
sins, to specify, and to declare them, time would fail but they 
would not reach the end. For which of them shall I make 
a request? Of which shall I make confession? And for which shall 
I implore pardon, forgiveness, and remission ? For general, or 
specific transgressions? For sins committed in secret, or in public? 
For ancient or recent sins ? For the new or for the old ? For the 
hidden or for the known? for such as I remember or such that 
I have forgotten ?—I am fully conscious that I am bare of study and 
precept; that I am \Wthout knowledge and understanding; without 
righteousness and rectitude; without piety and purity of heart. 
Verily, I am a fool who will not bo intelligent; I am ignorant, and 
not willing to understand ; a violent usuri)or, and not a faithful 
person ; guilty, and not innocent; wicked, and not rigliteous; doing 
evil instead of good : neither have I performed any good deeds. 

But I have trespassed against thy Law, have prevaricated with 
thy precepts, and despised thy sacred words ; I have stolen, and taken 
by violence; I have spoken slander, done evil, and committed iniquity; 
I have walked disobediently with thee, and have done wickedly; 
I have acted presumptuously, and have been incontinent; I have 
done violence, I have coveted ; I have sinned, I have erred, framed 
falsehood, and have counselled evil; I have denied the truth, and 
I have uttered lies ; I have scoffed, and have caused others to deride ; 
I have been disobedient, have rebelled against thy commandments, 
and rejected thy precepts ; I have blasphemed, and committed 
adultery; I have been ensnared, and have been caught by my own 
words; I have turned aside from thee ; I have been refractory, 
I have done iniquity and transgressed ; I have oppressed, and have 
been stiff-necked; I have abhorred thy reproofs, and have depraved 
my ways; I have acted wickedly and corrupted: I have uttered 
falsehood, and I have committed abominations; I have gone astray 
myself and have caused others to err; yea, all manner of evil deeds 
have I committed. 

And if thou judge me according to my actions, woe is me ! Ah me ! 
Unhappy me! Alas for mo! Woe unto my soul! And if thou 
wert to purify me, as silver is purified and refined, there would not 
remain aught of me. 
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May it be thy will, 0 Lord, my God! and the God of my fathers, 
not to enter into judgment with thy servant; for in tliy presence, 
no one living can prove himself just. Wliat am I ? What is my 
life? lam as chaff before the fire, as dry wood before tho flame; 
as a potsherd covered with silver dross : a vanity of vanities in which 
there is no substance. Wherewith shall I come before thee, 0 Lord, 
my God! or what remedy shall I request of thee? As a stubborn 
and disobedient son have I provoked thee, by doing evil in thy 
sight; as a servant rebelling against his Lord, and as a disciple con¬ 
tending with his master.

thou liast brought near, have I removed far off; and what thou hast 
removed afar, have I brought near. But it Avas not my intention 
to provoke thee. I now with strong confidence appear before thee, 
to implore of thee pardon, forgiveness, and remission. I am 
emboldened and set my face as flint, for I know that I shall not 
be put to shame; because in thee T put my trust, 0 Lord! I said. 
Thou art my God: I rely on thy abundant mercies; for I know that 
thou art a gracious and merciful God, long-suffering, abundant in 
mercy, and greatly beneficent. 


Tho following is said by tho Ministor only:

and liide them not: for thus is it written\ “He who hideth his 
sins, shall not prosper; but wlio confesseth and forsakelh them, 
shall obtain mercy.” 

Sovereign of the U niverse! tlie manner of thy righteous tribunal

How then shall 
we be so shameless of face and hardened, as to declare before thee, 
0 Lord, our God! and tho God of our flithers, that we are righteous 
and have not sinned? Verily, we h.ave sinned, wo, and our fathers.

22-27), the 8.11110 service is performed by his descendants on the Groat and Solemn 
Days and Festivals of the year. 

When the Minister repe.its the Amiduh and reaches to nui, p. 129, the Cohanim 
present in the Synagogue go up to the Ech.il, after washing their hands, in 
which action they are assisted by the Lovites present. In the .ibsonce of a 
Lovito a first-born .assists in the w.ishing, and in the absence of either, the 
Cohanim do it unassisted. In front of the Ecliiil they say the following 
prayer in silence: 

“ May it be thy will, 0 Lord our God, that the blessing which thou 
hast commanded us to pronounce upon the children of Israel be 
a perfect blessing, and suffer not any mistake or prevarication therein 
by us now and evermore.” Till here. 

The Minister finishes “ to give thanks,” p. 130, .and tlien c.alls “Cohanim,” who 
with the Tal(St covering their he.ads and with uplifted hands kept under the 
TaliSt, say the following Blessing aloud : 

“Blessed art thou, 0 Lord our God, King of the universe, who 
hast bestowed upon us the sanctification of Aaron, and ha.st com¬ 
manded us to bless thy people Israel in love.” 

After which they turn to the Congregation and chant the first word of the 
Blessing, ; the Minister ch.ants all the remaining words, which are repeated 
one by one, chanted by the Cohanim. After ", “ the Lord,” the Congregation 
say, “ Blessed be he, and blessed be his name,” and at the end of each verso 
they respond “Amen.” 

“ The Lord bless and preserve thee ! The Lord let his countenance 
shine upon thee, and be gracious unto thee! The Lord turn his 
countenance favourably towards tliee, and grant thee peace! (And 
they shall put my name upon the children of Israel, and I will 
bless them.)”

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Tho Minister says Kndddesli IiC-ng 61 a, and continues “ May ye bo answered,” 
&,Q., as on p. 41. 

Tho Minister hero announces tho names of those entrusted with tho duties 
(known as Mitsvdt) of opening the Eclial (Ark), carrying and accom¬ 
panying tho Scrolls of tho Law’, &c., and then proceeds to tho Echal (Ark), 
follow’ed by tho presiding Warden. Tho Congregation rise, and tho 
Miuistor says: 

Let thy priests be clotlied with righteousness, and thy pious ones 
shout for joy. For tliy servant David’s sake, turn not away tlie face 
of thine anointed.” 

As tho doors of tho Ark are opened, the Minister chants ; 

Blessed be the Lord, who hath given the Law to his ])eople Israel, 
blessed be he. Happy the people who are thus favoured ! Happy 
the people whose God is the Lord! ” 

Two Scrolls of tho Law .are taken from tho Ark, and tho Minister chants : 

“0 m.agnify tho Lord with me, and let us together exalt his 
name.” 

And the Congregation continue, as tho Scrolls arc taken to tho Tebah : 

“ Exalt ye the Lord our God, and worship at his footstool, for he is 
holy. Exalt ye the Lord our God, and worship at his holy mount, 
for the Lord our God is holy. There is none holy as the Lord ; for 
there is none beside thee: neither is there any Rock like our God. 
For who is God save the Lord ? Or who is a Rock beside our God ? 
The Law which. Moses commanded us, is the inheritance of the 
congregation of Jacob. It is a tree of life to those who lay hold 
of it; and the supported thereof are happy. Its ways are pleasant 
ways, and all its paths are peace. Abundant peace have they who 
love thy Law ; and none shall obstruct them. The Lord will give 
strength unto his people: the Lord will bless his people with 
peace.” 

“When I proclaim the name of the Lord, ascribe ye greatness 
unto our God.” All of ye ascribe j^ower unto God, and render 
honour unto the Law. 

Having been divested of the Bells, Cloak, &c., tho Scroll is elevated by one 
of tho Lovantadores, who turns it to tho four sides from right to left, 
pausing at each, so that all tho Congregation m.-iy see tho writing, 
whereupon they say ; 

“And this is tho Law which Moses sot before the children of 
Israel. The Law which Moses commanded us is the inheritance of 
the congi-egation of Jacob.” 

“The way of God is perfect: the word of tho Lord is tried : he 
is a shield to all those who trust in him.” 

The following portion is road in the first Scroll of tho Law to six persons, but if 
it bo Sabbath, to seven. 

Lev. xvi. 1-34. 

And tho Lord spake unto Moses, after tho death of tho two sons 
of Aaron, when they drew near before the Lord, and died. Then 
the Lord said unto Moses, Speak unto Aaron thy brother, that he 
come not at all times into the holy place within the Vail, before the 
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cover, ^vllicll is upon the urk ; that he die not ; for I will appear 
in a cloud upon the cover. With these shall Aaron como into the 
holy place ; with a young bullock for a sin-oltering, and a ram for a 
burnt-oflering. Ho shall put on a holy linen coat, and ho shall 
have linen breeches upon his flesh, and shall bo girded with a linen 
girdle, and with a linen mitre shall he Ije attired; these are holy 
garments; and he shall wash his flesh in water, and i>ut them on. 
And of the congregation of the children of Israel, he shall take two 
kids of the goats for a sin-oftering, and one ram for a burnt-offering. 
And Aaron shall offer the bullock of the sin-offering, whicli is for him¬ 
self, and make an atonement for himself, and for his household. * 

He shall then take the two goats, and place them before the Lord, 
at the door of tlio tabernacle of the congregation. And Aaron shall 
cast lots upon the two goats; one lot for the Lord, and the other lot 
for the scape-goat (Azazel) Then Aaron shall bring the goat, upon 
which the Lord’s lot fell, and offer him for a sin-offering. But tlie goat 
on which the lot fell to bo the scape-goat, shall bo placed alive Ijefore 
the Lord, to make an atonement over him, and to send him as a 
scape-goat into the wilderness. Then shall Aaron bring the bullock of 
the sin-offering, which is for himself, and he shall make an atone¬ 
ment for himself, and for his household, and shall slay the bullock of 
the .sin-offering, which is for him.solf. 

And ho shall take a censer full of burning coals of fire from off 
the altar before the Lord, and his hands full of sweet incense beaten 
fine, and bring it within the Vail. Ho shall then put the incense 
upon the fire before the Lord, that the cloud of the incense may 
envelop the cover that is upon the ark of testimony, that ho die not. 
And he shall take of the blood of the bullock, and sprinkle it with his 
finger upon the cover, eastward ; and in front of the cover shall he 
sprinkle of the blood with his finger seven times. Then shall he 
slay the goat of the sin-offering that is for the people, and bring his 
blood within the Vail, and do with that blood, as he did with the 
blood of the bullock, and sprinkle it upon the cover, .and in front of 
the cover. And he shall make an atonement for the holj^ place, 
because of the uncleanness of the children of Israel, and because of 
their transgressions through all their sins ; and thus shall ho do for 
the Tabernacle of the congregation which stands among them, in the 
midst of their uncleanness. And there .shall be no one in the 
Tabernacle of the congregation, when he goeth in to make an atone¬ 
ment in the holy place, until he come out: and have made an atone¬ 
ment for himself, and for his household, and for all the congregation 
of Israel. * 


' Ilel). Azazel ; wliicli h.n.s been explained by coniinentalors iodebignalc.aliigb 
and steep hill, from which the goat was thrown down. For further explanation 
of this text, and a philological .analysis of tho word “Azazel,” the re.adcr is 
referred to tho commentaries of Rashi, Aben Ezra, and Abarbanol, ad lit., tho 
Talmud, Treatise Yoma, f. 67, and tho valuable observations of Wossoly on 
Lev. xvi. 22, appended to Mendelssohn’s transl.ation. [D. A. De Sola.] 
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He shall then go out unto the altar that is before the Lord, and 
make an atonement over it; he shall take of the blood of the bullock, 
and of the blood of the goat, and put it upon the horns of the altar 
round about. And he shall sprinkle of the blood upon it with his 
finger seven times, and cleanse it and hallow it, from the unclean ness 
of the children of Israel. And when he hath made an end of 
purifying tho holy place, the Tabernacle of the congregation, and the 
altar, he shall bring tho live goat. Aaron shall then press * both his 
hands upon the head of the live goat, and confess over him all the 
iniquities of the children of Israel, and all their transgressions 
through all their sins, putting them upon the head of tho goat, and 
ho shall send him away by a man standing ready, into the 
wilderness. ^ 

And the goat shall bear upon him all their iniquities, unto an 
uninhabited land ; and thus shall he send tho goat into the wilder¬ 
ness. And Aaron shall come into the Tabernacle of the congregation, 
and shall put off the linen garments, which he put on when he went 
into the holy place, and shall leave them there. He shall then wash 
his flesh with water in a holy place, and x^ut on his gannents, and 
come fortli, and offer his burnt-offering, and the burnt-offering of 
the people, and make an atonement for himself, and for tho people. * 

And the flit of the sin-oflering shall he burn upon tho altar. And 
he who had led the goat for a scax)e-goat, shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe his flesh in water, and may afterwards come into tho camp. 
And the bullock for the sin-offering, and the goat for tho sin-ofibring, 
whose blood was brought in to make an atonement in tho holy 
place, shall be carried forth without tlie camp; and tlioy shall burn 
in the fire their skins, and their flesh, and their dung. And ho 
that burnetii them shall wash his clothes, and bathe his flesh in 
water, and may afterwards come into tho camp. And this shall be 
a statute for ever unto you ; that in the seventh month, on tho tenth 
day of the month, ye shall afllict your souls, and do no work at all, 
whether it be one of your own country, or a stranger that sojournetli 
among you. For on that day shall he (the High Priest) make an 
atonement for you, to cleanse you, from all your sins shall you bo 
clean before tho Lord. * 

It shall bo a perfect sabbath, and ye shall afllict your souls; it 
.shall be unto you for an everlasting statute. And the atonement shall 
be made by the priest who shall bo anointed and consecrated to 
the priesthood, in his father’s stead, and ho shall i)ut on the linen 
clothes, even the holy garments. And ho shall make an atonement 
for the holy sanctuary ; he shall make an atonement for the Taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, and for the altar; and he shall make an 
atonement for tho priests, and for all tho x)eox)le of tho congregation. 

* For tlio propriety of tliis translation, sco Mciulolssohn arf lit,, tho com¬ 
mentary of Wessely on Lov. i. 4, and Talmud, Tre.atiso Zcbnhhim, p. 33. [Do Sola.] 
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This shall be an everlasting statute unto you, to make an atonement 
for the children of Israel, for all their sins, once a year. And Aaron 
did as the Lord commanded Moses. 

Tho Minister says KaddOcsh Le-ngoha, and reads in the second Scroll of Iho 
Law tho following portion to tho M.aphtir. 

Nuni. xxix. 7-11. 

And on the tenth day of this seventh month, shall ye have an 
holy convocation ; and ye shall afllict your souls: ye shall do no 
servile work. And ye shall offer a burnt-offering for a sweet savour 
unto the Lord, one young bullock, one ram, and seven he-lambs of 
tho first year ; they shall bo unto you without blemish. And tlieir 
meal-offering shall bo of fine Hour mingled with oil, three tenth 
parts for the bullock, and two tenth parts for the ram ; and one tenth 
part for each lamb of the seven lambs. One kid of tho goats for a sin- 
offering. Beside tho sin-offering of atonement, and the continual 
l)urnt-offering, and its meal-oftering, and their drink-offerings. 

Tho Minister s.iys Knddoesh Lo-ngdla, and wliilst tho Law i.s roinovod from 
the Tebah tho Congregation s.ay God of Hosts, otc.” (Vol. I, p. in), 

Tho Maphtir, who roads tho Portion from tho Prophots, commences with tho 
following Blessing: 

Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! King of the universe, who 
hath chosen good prophets; and delighted in their words, which 
were delivered in truth. Blessed art thou, 0 Lord ! who hath 
chosen tho Law, his servant Moses, his people Israel, and the true 
and righteous prophets. 

The Portion from tho Prophets for tho Day of Atonement. 

Isa. Ivii. 14—Iviii. 14. 

And he shall say. Cast ye up, cast ye up; clear the way : remove 
the stumbling-block out of tho road of my people. For thus saith 
the high and lofty One who inhabiteth eternity ; and whoso name is 
Holy: High and holy I dwell: and with the contrite, and humble 
of spirit; to revive the spirit of the humble, and to revive the heart 
of the contrite ones. For I will not contend for over; neither will 
I be wroth for ever: for the spirit fainteth away before me; and tho 
souls which I have made. Because of the iniquity of his covetous¬ 
ness was I wroth, and I smote him; hiding my face I was wroth : 
for he wont on frowardly in the way of his heart. I saw his ways, 
and I will heal him ; I will guide him ; and will restore comforts to 
him, and to those who mourn with him, creating the fruit of tho 
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lips. Peace, peace, to liim that is far ofl^ and to liim that is near, saith 
the Lord ; and I will heal him. But the wicked are like tlie troubled 
sea, which cannot rest; and its waters cast up dirt and mire. Tliere 
is no peace, saith my God, to the wicked. Cry aloud, spare not, lift 
up thy voice like a trumpet: and declare unto my people their 
transgression, and to the house of Jacob their sins. Lo, they .seek 
me daily, and desire to know my ways. Like a nation that did 
righteousness, and hath not forsaken the ordinance of their God, 
they continually enquire of me concerning the ordinances of 
righteousness: they desire to draw near unto God. Wherefore have 
we fasted, say they, and thou seest not ? wo have afllicted our souls, 
yet thou dost not regard it? Because on the day of your fast, ye 
lind your own lucre; and exact all your gain. Verily, ye only fast 
for strife and contention ; and to smite with the fist of wickedness ; 
ye do not fi^st on this day in order that your voice be heard on high ! 
Is such the fast, which I have chosen; the day on which a man 
should afflict ,his soul, that he should bow down and bend his head 
like a bulrush ; and spread sackcloth and ashes for his couch ? 
Wilt thou call this a fast, and a day acceptable to the Lord ?—Is not 
this the fast which I have chosen, to loosen the bands of wickedness ; 
to undo the bands of the yoke; to let the oppressed go free; and 
that ye break eveiy yoke ? Is it not to break thy bread with the 
hungry; to bring the straying poor into thy house; when thou 
seest the naked, to clothe him; and that thou hide not thyself 
from thine own flesh? Then shall thy light break forth as the 
morning ; and thy healing .shall spring forth speedily : and thy 
righteousness shall go before thee: and the glory of the Lord shall 
bring up thy rear. Then shalt thou call, and the Lord shall answer; 
thou shalt cry, and he .shall say, Lo, I am hero! If thou wilt but 
remove from the midst of thee the yoke; the pointing of the finger, 
and .speaking wickedly. If thou with all thy soul shalt feed the 
hungiy, and satisfy the afflicted soul; then .shall thy light rise in 
darkness, and even thy obscurity .shall be as the noon day. And the 
Lord shall lead thee continually, and satisfy thy soul in dry places. 
He shall strengthen thy bones; and thou .shalt be like a well-watered 
garden, and like a spring of water, whose waters never fail. And 
they that are of thee shall build the ancient ruins ; the founda¬ 
tions of old times shalt thou raise up: and thou shalt be called the 
repairer of the breach ; the restorer of paths to bo inhabited. If, for 
the sabbath’s sake thou turn away thy foot from doing thy business 
on my holy day, and call the sabbath a delight, and the one 
hallowed by the Lord, honoured; when thou shalt honour it, by 
refraining from thine own way; from pursuing thine own business, 
and from speaking vain words. Then shalt thou delight thyself in 
the Lord; and I will make thee ride on the high places of the 
earth; and I will feed thee with the heritage of Jacob thy father : 
for the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it.

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I wait on the Lord, I beseech him ; I pray unto him to grant me 
utterance of speech; that in the congregation of tlio people I may 
sing of his power, and in joyful strains relate his wonderful works. 
“The dispositions of the heart belong to man ; but the utterance of 
the tongue is from the Lord 

0 Lord! open thou my lips, and my mouth shall declare thy 
praise.” 

- Blessed art thou, 0 Lord, our God! and the God of our fathers, 
the God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob : the 
great, mighty, and tremendous God: Most high God, who bestowest 
gracious favours, who possessest all things, who rememberest the piety 
of the patriarchs, and who in love wilt bring a Redeemer to their 
posterity, for the sake of thy name. 

Remember us unto life, 0 God, the King! who delightest in life: 
inscribe us in the book of life, for thine own sake, 0 God of Life; 
who art the living God. 

0 King, Helper, Saviour, and Shield ! - Blessed art thou, O Lord ! 
the Shield of Abraham. 

Thou, 0 Lord, art mighty for over; it is thou who rovivest the 
dead, and art mighty to save. Thou causest the dow to descend. 
Thou sustainest the li>nng with loving-kindness, quickenest the 
dead with great mercy ; supportest tho fallen, and healest the sick ; 
thou loosenest those who are in bonds, and keepest thy faith unto 
those who sleep in the dust. Who is like unto thee. Lord of mighty 
acts? Or who can be compared unto thee, who art the King, who 
killest and restorest to life, and causest salvation to spring forth ? 

Who is like unto thee, 0 merciful Father, who in mercy 
rememberest thy creatures to grant them life? 

Thou art faithful to revive tho dead. Blessed art thou, 0 Lord, 
who revivest the dead.

And thus, will we sanctify thee, 0 King! [Repealed twice, clianted 
by Minister and Congregation.] 

(Minister and Congregation.) In tho mighty heavens is the throne 
of thy sovereignty, and among the inhabitants of tho earth is the 
power of thy dominion. Those reverence thine exalted glory, and 
these ascribe holiness to thy royal name : “ There is none holy like 
the Lord ; for there is none besides thee.” In the mighty heavens 
is the throne of his praise, and the skirts of his train fill his temple^:

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some on tho right, and somo on the left: “above it stand the 
Seraphim.” And among the inhabitants of tho earth, those known 
as the people of God stand this day, as an humble supplicant; they 
praise, and make confession to the Rock, tho RedeexMER and Deliverer ; 
“They sanctify the Holy One of Jacob, and the God of Israel.” In 
the mighty heavens tho exalted angels, each having six wings, go 
forth together with fear, and return with dread ; and reverence with 
trembling, him who alone is King. And among tho inhabitants of 
the earth, numerous congregations approach thee this day, with five¬ 
fold prayers; and with resounding shouts sanctify God, saying, 
“Thou art holy, who art enthroned amidst praises.” In the mighty 
heavens, the name of tho Almighty is fully pronounced'. Every 
heart leaps, all flesh trembleth: one host enquiring of the other. 
Where is the residence of his glory? “Thus one called to the 
other, and said.” And among the inhabitants of the earth, those 
who inherited the Law engraven on the tables, the ancient precious 
treasure, adhere to his name; tho Lord of Hosts is exalted with a 
mighty hand, “And the Holy God is sanctified by righteousness.”

(Mbiislcr and Congregation.) The earth was sliaken, and shattered; 
tho mighty mountains quivered and trembled before tho Lord, the 
God of Israel. The ends of tho earth were troubled ; tho precipices 
trembled and were broken to pieces : and the crooked paths became 
straight, before tho God of Jacob. Struck with amazement, they 
stood astonished ; they were in fear and dread at tho sound of the 
acclamations of his numerous hosts; for they were troubled at his 
presence! Tho lofty mountains skipped, leaped, and staggered ; they 
trembled and were shaken “before tho Lord God.” His holy Kame 
when pronounced in the spheres, makes them move; and upon tho 
hills, makes them shako before tlie Lord of Hosts; this Sinai, for a sign

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and witness. And thus many were aflrightcd and harried ; liorror and 
dread seized them all: and those who stood before thee were troubled ; 
“ tliey trembled and were terrified before thee.’’ The steps of the 
four Hhayoth^ lead to the ways of God ; they minister without envy 
or strife, in the presence of the Lord. They behold and are afraid ; 
they are amazed and terrified, even the glorious light of the shining 
sun is obscured in his presence ! They whisper, they murmur, and 
in the congregation of the saints enquire for the Lord whom we 
adore They haste and pause not; they approach and rest not; and 
present the holy offering they have consecrated. They are clothed 
with awe, and diffidence ; yet they adorn themselves with fortitude, 
they speed and delay not; and assembling witli unanimity, they 
approach God, and adore him unceasingly. They tremble and 
shake; they reverence and sanctify him, and thrice repeat the holy 
praise, to God, who is reverenced in the congregation of saints. 

Unto thee, 0 Lord, our God! shall the heavenly host of angels 
above, with thy people Israel assembled beneath, give a crown; 
.all with one .accord sh.all tlirice repe.at the holy praise unto thee, 
according to the word spoken by the prophet, “And one cried 
unto another, and said, (Congregation) Holy, holy, holy is the Lord 
of Hosts! the whole e.arth is full of his glory.” (Minister) His 
glory filleth the world, and his ministering angels enquire. Whore 
is the place of his glory? tli.at they m.ay worship him with .awe. 
While those angels turning tow.ards each other continue praising 
and sa}dng, (Cong.) “Blessed is the glory of the Lord from his place.” 
(ilf.) From his place m.ay he turn to his people with mercy, who 
evening and morning daily proclaim the unity of his name, by 
repeating twice every day with love, (Cong.) “Hear, 0 Isr.ael! the 
Lord is our God, the Lord is One! ” (M.) He is our God, he is our 

Father, he is our King, he is our Saviour; he will s.ave .and redeem 
us a second time, and through his infinite mercy will let us hear 
(when he shall proclaim) in the presence of all living, Behold, I have 
now redeemed you in the hatter times, .as at the beginning, to bo 
3 'our God. (Cong.) I am the Lord your God. (ibr.) And in thy 
Holy Word it is written, saying, (Cong.) “ The Lord shall reign for 
ever; thy God, 0 Zion, unto all generations. H.alleluj.ah.”

Ascribe ye dominion unto God from generation to generation; for 
he alone is exalted and holy. 

And may thy name bo sanctified, 0 Lord, our God! upon thy 
people Israel. 

And thus inspire, 0 Lord, our God! all thy works with tho awe 
of thee, and all thou hast created with thy dread ; that all thy works 
may fear thee, and all creatures prostrate themselves before thee: 
so that they may form all one band, to perform thy will with an 
upright heart; even as we know, 0 Lord, our God! that thine is 
tho dominion; that power is in thy hand, and might in thy 
right hand; and that thy name is to bo feared by all whom thou hast 
created.

Our God, and the God of our hithers! because of our sins we have 
been carried away captives from our land, and removed far away from 
oifr country ; and we are not able to bring an offering in thy presence, 
neither have we a priest to make an atonement for us. May it be thy 
will, 0 Lord, our God, and the God of our fathers, most merciful King! 
to have again compassion upon us and upon thy sanctuary through thy 
abundant mercies : and to rebuild it speedily, and increase its glory. 
0 our Father! our King! our God ! manifest speedily upon us the glory 
of thy kingdom ; and shine forth and bo exalted over us in the sight of 
all living; and gather our dispersed from among the nations, and our 
scattered ones assemble from the ends of the earth ; and bring us, 0 
Lord,ourGod! unto Zion thy city, with joyful song, and unto Jerusalem, 
the city of thy sanctuary, with everlasting joy.—We beseech thee,. 
OLord, our God !—And there will we bring our obligatory offerings; 
thecontinual burnt-offerings according totheirorder, and the additional 
sacrifices according to their institution : and the additional sacrifices 
of [on tlio S.'ibbatli say ; this day of rest, and] this Day of Atonement, 
this day of pardoning iniquity; oven this day of Holy Convocation, 
will we perform, and offer before thee with fervent love, as Ihou 
wast pleased to command, as thou hast written in thy Law, by the 
hands of thy servant Moses. 

It is our duty to praise the Lord of all; to ascribe greatness to 
him who formed the world in the beginning ; that he hath not made 
us like the nations of other countries, nor established us like other 
families of the earth ; neither hath ho appointed our portion like 
theirs, nor our lot like that of their multitude, who woi*ship vain 
and worthless beings, and make supplication to a god who cannot save. 
^ But wo prostrate and humble ourselves before tlie supremo King 
of kings ! the Holy One, blessed be he ! who stretched out the heavens, 
and laid the foundations of the earth; whoso glorious seat is in the 
heavens above, and the divine majesty of his power is established in 
the heavenly heights.

0 make them underetand what to say; teach them what to 
speak; cause them to know what they ought to request, that they 
may not falter with their tongue, and not be put to shame by their 
prayer; nor utter before thee aught contrary to thy will. For that 
wo know, 0 Lord, our God ! that those who are favoured of thee, are 
indeed favoured ; and those on whom thou hast mercy, are treated 
with mercy: as it is written in the Law of thy servant Moses, ” And 
ho (the Lord) said, I will cause all my goodness to pass before thee, 
and I will proclaim the name of the Lord before thee, and will bo 
gracious to whom I will be gracious, and will show mercy on whom 
1 will shew mercy.”

It is recited by tho Minister, tho Congregation chiming in at tho end of each 
verse, which they finish.

I will e.xtol thee, 0 my strength, and my portion ; when with 
fervent devotion I approach to knock at thy gates ; and when I pour 
forth my supplication and my cry; “ 0 God of my salvation, answer 
me when I call.” I have sought theo morn and eve: 0 give ear 
unto my humble supplication and j)rayer; and pardon now mine 
iniquity and sin: “Return, 0 Lord! and deliver my soul.” Ileal, 
I beseech thee, the iniquity of my desires which lie in wait to 
deceive me : bind up the wounds of my grief and allliction : 0 cleanse 
the most hidden sins of my heart: “ and renew a spirit of rectitude 
within me.” On this day, when with the old and young I appear 
before thee, 0 God ! subdue my obstinacy and my pervereeness; for 
unto theo will I spread forth my hand, and lift up my countenance 
towards theo; “And with tuneful lips my mouth shall praise theo.” 
From tho time that my knee bowed under tho rigour of oppression, 
the continual sacrifice and libations have ceased ; yet in this humble 
state have I hope in my King, and that “ The Lord, my God, will 
enlighten my darkness.” Grieved by oppression and wounds, 
broken by slanderers and tyrants. I still look to him who is ni}' 
strength and joy, “For ho will deliver me.” Tho sumptuous sacer¬ 
dotal garments are destroyed : tho instituted libsitions and sprinklings 
of blood are no more, and tho use of the sacred vessels hath ceased ; 
yet “do I say. Lord, thou art my i)rotector.” I now offer tho doc¬ 
trinal narration of the sacrifices, instead of the perfume of incense, 
and my praise, instead of sacrifice ; 0 Almighty ! accept my ])rayer 
as the burnt-offering of yore ; for “ Into thy hand do I commit my 
spirit.” 0 thou, who art my rock and fortress, teach mo tho precepts 
of my service and duty ; and cause my congregation to understand 
thy Holy Law; for “All my desire is towards theo, 0 Lord ! ” 0 Most 
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High, assist and uphold mo; wlieii I stumble, support my weakness 
and my debility ; raise me, 0 God, from my fallen and abject slate, 
0 thou who art my Rock, my Fortress, and Deliverer.’’ Exalt 
with glory the diadem trampled upon ; and restore the mitre to the 
head of my High Priest: and when I offer my supj^lication and 
prayer, “Oh that the words of my mouth may prove acceptable.” 
As it is written “ The dispositions of the heart are of man, but the 
utterance of speech is from the Lord.” And it is said, “ 0 Lord, 
open thou my lips, and my mouth shall declare thy praise.” 

Description of tho Sacrifices, composed by Jose Ben Jos6^ 

Thou, 0 Lord! didst establish the universe from tho beginning, 
and didst lay tho foundation of the earth ; thou madest all things and 
didst form creatures thereon. Beholding the world without form 
and void, and darkness upon the face of the deep ; thou didst banish 
darkness, and establish light. A substance according to thy form 
didst thou make from the earth, and gave him a charge concerning 
the tree of knowledge. He disregarded thy commandment, and was 
cast out of Eden: but thou didst not destroy him, because he was 
the work of thy hand. Thou didst increaso his offspring, bless his 
seed, made them fruitful by thy goodness, and caused them to dwell 
quietly. But they broke the yoke ; and said unto God, Depart from 
us: but when thou withdrewest thy providence from them, they 
withered like grass. Thou didst remember thy covenant with Noah, 
who was “perfect in his generation,” and for his merit, loft a remnant 
to the world. For his sake didst thou establish tho covenant of the 
rainbow ; and for his accepted sacrifice, didst thou bless his posterity. 
Led astray by their riches, they build a tower ; saying. Come let us 
go up, and break through tho firmament, to war with him. Abraham, 
tho distinguished “father of a multitude of nations,” darted forth 
suddenly, like a star, from Ur of tho Chaldees to shine in the 
darkness. Thine anger vanished when thou didst behold his 
actions : and in his old age, thou didst prove his heart. An orna¬ 
ment of grace and mercy, didst thou cause to i)roceed from him: 
Isaac, that pure lamb, who was the chosen of the fiock. From his 
stock didst thou bring forth Jacob, “A man who was perfect”: who 
from tho womb was sealed with thy covenant. To him didst thou 
give twelve tribes, who were called tho beloved of tho Most High 
from their birth. Thou didst adorn Levi with the ornament of 
grace and mercy: and ^vith tho priestly crown didst crown him from 
among all his brethren. Amram was chosen from tho seed of Levi, 
and Aaron, one of his children, didst thou sanctify to tho Lord.

Alphabolical acrostic. 
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Thou didst adorn him with the holy garments; and with his offerings 
he appeased thine anger. The frontlet, the robe, a breast-plate, and 
ephod ; a coat and breeches of linen ; a mitre and girdle. The 
offerings of bulls, the burnt-offerings of sheep, the slaying of kids, 
and tlio cutting of rams. The savoury incense of the compounded 
perfume : the kindling of coals, the sprinkling of blood, and their 
just enumeration. The favourable acceptance of the incense, and 
his sincere prayer and sanctity, by which he atones for our 
iniquities. The sacred linen adorned with jewels, and the white 
attire with which he was girt, made him appear like a ministering 
angel. 

All these things didst thou ordain for the glory of Aaron, whom 
thou didst appoint the instrument of expiation for Israel; and in his 
hands hast thou j^laced the remission of iniquity. In the place of Aaron, 
an High Priest from his stock was tliereafter appointed to minister 
before thee, on the day of pardon. Seven days before the Day of Atone¬ 
ment ho meditated in the temple in the Law of ]\Ioses, and in the service 
of the day. For the elders of his people, and the wise men among his 
brethren the priests, continually accompanied him, until the approach 
of the tenth day (of tlie seventh month). They said to him, Consider 
before whom thou art going to appear, in a place of blazing, llaming 
fire. The congregation of our community depend upon tliee; and 
by thy hand are we to obtain pardon.” They cautioned him and 
instructed him in the sendee; and on the eve of the Day of Atone¬ 
ment, they placed him at the east gate, and caused bulls, goats, and 
sheep to pass before him ; thus instructing him, till the arrival of 
the tenth day, that he might be experienced in the service. When 
the time for slaying the lamb of the continual burnt-offering drew 
near, they spread a curtain of fine linen, to make a partition between 
him and the people. Ho first performed the precept of ablution with 
awe and fear ; and carefully examined himself, to observe that 
nothing cleaved to him in bathing so as to prevent his purification 
He rejoiced in the performance of the precept: and having put off 
his ordinaiy clothes, he wont down, and bathed, as he had been 
admonished to do. They then gave him the golden garments -, which 
ho put on, and washed his hands and feet. Ho immediately received 
the lamb of the continual burnt-offering, and cut the major part of 
its two jugular pipes’* and left the complete cutting thereof to 
another; while he, receiving the blood, sprinkled it upon the altar 
according to the ordinance thereof. He entered into the inner part 
of the temple to offer the incense, and to trim the lamps; ho then 
came forth, and offered the head and the members, according to

their institution. Ho offered the baked meal-offering, as usual, 
daily, as also the continual meal-offering, and poured out the wine 
for the drink-offering from the proper vessels. After the continual 
burnt-offering, ho offered the bull for a burnt-offering, and seven 
lambs, being the additional offering of the day. Also their meal- 
offerings, and libations, according to their ordination. [On tho Sabb.alli 
.nild ; But on the Sabbath, he offered first the two additional lambs of 
the Sabbath, and then the seven lambs for the additional offering of 
the day.] Ho then immediately entered the chamber of Parvah^ 
whore they spread a curtain before him, as at first. Before ho put 
off the garments of gold, he washed his hands and feet with par¬ 
ticular care. He then began to put off the garments of gold, went 
down and bathed ; came up, and made himself dry. Leaving the 
garments of gold, he put on white ones, because the .service of the 
day was to be performed in white. He then hasted to wash his 
hands and feet; and first drew near to his own bull. This bull was 
placed between the porch and the altar ; the head towards the south, 
and its face towards the west: and the Priest stood on the east, with 
his face towards the west: where he stood in profound reverence 
before the Most High, ready to make confession. 

{Minister and Conyrcyalion.) Ho pressed both his hands upon 
it and confessed, and thus did he s.ay: “0 God (niiT 2) i I have 
sinned ; I have done iniquity ; I have transgressed against thee: 
even I and my household. I beseech thee by thy ineffable 
Name- to jjardon the sins, iniquities, and transgressions which 
I have committed against thee : even I and my household ; as it is 
written in the Law of thy servant ^Moses^, ‘For on this day shall ho 
make an atonement for you, to cleanse you from all your sins, 
before the Lord (mri' ” 

{Minister and Conyreyation.) And when the priests and the j)eople 
who stood in the court heard the ineffable Name 2, uttered by the 
mouth of the High Priest with sanctity and purity, they kneeled and 
prostrated themselves, falling on their faces, and saying, “Blessed 
be the Name of the glory of liis kingdom for over and ever.” He 
also was careful to finish pronouncing the ineffable Name", while they 
were saying the blessing, and lie then .said to them, “ Ye shall bo 
clean.” 

* TJio n.nmo of ono of tho .'ip.'irtmonts in llio court of tljo Temple c.alled 
hu'yvr miy “Tho court of Israol.” On its roof llioro was a batli for the High Priest. 
’ Called tho Incffablo Name, also nv.-nw p do Tclragrammaton, or, the name 
of four lettor.s, which was never pronounced as written, except by tho High 
Priest, on this occasion, during tho Service of tho Day of Atonomont. ’ Lov. 
xvi. 30. 
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He then proceeded to the east of the court, to the north of the 
altar, having his coadjutor at liis riglit, and the principal of the 
priestly division on his left; there were two kids, tlieir faces to 
the west, and their backs to the east; one on his right and the 
other on his left. He plunged his hand into the box, and drew out 
two lots, the one lot, on wliich was written “ to the Lord,” ho put 
on the kid, and said, “A sin-oflering to the Lord.” 

As for the kid of Azazel, ho tied a scarlet skein between its horns, 
of the weight of two selahs (or shekels), and placed liiin at the east 
gate, facing the place ho was to be sent to. He also bound a scarlet 
skein about the neck of the kid which was for the Lord, near tlie 
place it was to be cut. He then a second time drew near to his own 
bull, and made confession over it, for himself, his household, and his 
brethren the priests. 

{Mmisicr 071(1 Co7ig7'cgaiio77.) He pressed both his hands upon it 
and confessed, and thus did lie say: “ 0 God (mn' ! I have 
sinned ; I have done iniquity ; I have transgressed against Iheo : 
even I and my household, and the sons of Aaron, thy holy people. I 
beseech thee by thy ineffable now to pardon the sins, iniquities, 

and transgressions which I h.ave committed .against tliee : oven 
I .and my household, and the sons of Aaron, tliy sanctified peojde; 
as it is written in the L.aw of thy servant Moses, ‘ For on this day 
shall he make an atonement for you, to cleanse you from all your 
sins, before the Lord (run'^).’” 

{Mhuslc)' 071(1 Co7igrc(jotio7\.) And when the priests and the i)oople 
who stood in the court he.ard tho ineff.ablo Name', uttered by the 
mouth of tho High Priest with .sanctity .and purity, tliey kneeled 
.and prostrated themselves, falling on their faces, and saying, “Blessed 
be the N.ame of the glory of his kingdom for ever and ever.” He 
also was c.areful to finish pronouncing tho ineffable Namk\ while 
they were .s.aying the blessing, and he then s.aid to them, “Ye 
shall be clean.” 

After this confession, he w.as e.agorly intent on the perform¬ 
ance of his own sin-offering, and the sin-offering of tho people. 
He examined the knife, slew his own bull, and received its blood in 
a clean charger; which ho immediately g.ave to one of tho priests in 
the court to stir tho blood that it might not coagulate. He then left

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tho blood of his own bull in the hands of him who stirred it on the 
fourtli row of stones of tho pavement of the court, from tlie door of 
the Temple without; and took a pan of deop-coloured ‘ gold, and 
ascended to tho summit of tho altar: and took up fire witli it, from 
the west side of tho altar; and brought it down full of red hot coals 
of fire: partly coals, and partly flame : and placed it on the fourth 
row of the pavement of the court. They then brought him the 
bowl and censor, full of tho finest beaten incense : of which he took 
two handfuls and put it in a bowl ; taking in his right hand tho 
censor, and in his left tho bowl. Ho hasted and entered the Holy 
of Holies, and placed the golden censer between the staves of the 
ark. Ho took a handful of incense, and put it upon the coals, 
towards the west side; and tarried till tho Sanctuary was com¬ 
pletely filled with smoke. With a pure heart ho retired backwards, 
and made a short prayer in the Temple. When ho came out, 
he took the blood of tho bull from him that stirred it, and entering 
again the Holy of Holies, ho sprinkled thereof upon tho cover, and 
before the cover, between tho staves of tho ark, (Jlinis/cr and 
Congregation) onco above, and seven times beneath-; yot he did not 
aim deliberately in sprinkling only abovo or below, but just as it 
might happen to falP. 

{Minister and Congregation,) And thus did he count: One'*, Ono and 
one, Ono and two. One and three. One and four. One and five, Ono 
and six. One and seven. He then went forth, and left it upon tho 
golden base which was in tho Temple. 

When he came forth, they brought him the kid of tho sin- 
offering of tho Lord, which he slew, and received its blood in a 
clean charger: ho then entered within, to sprinkle its blood, accord¬ 
ing to tho order observed with the blood of the bull; {Minister and 
Congregation) once above, and seven times beneath; yet ho did not 
aim deliberately in sprinkling only above or below, but just as it 
might happen to fall ^ 

{Minister and Congregation.) And thus did he count: Ono •*, Ono and

one, One and two, One and three. One and four, One and five. One 
and six. One and seven. He then went forth, and left it upon tho 
golden base which was in the Temple. 

He quickly left tho blood of tho kid, and took the blood of the bull, 
and sprinkled thereof upon the Veil without the ark, (Minister and 
Congregation) once above, and seven times beneath ; yet ho did not 
aim deliberately in sprinkling only above or below, but just as it 
might happen to fall. 

(Minister and Congregation.) And thus did he count: One, One and 
one. One and two. One and three. One and four, One and five. One and 
six. One and seven. 

He hastily left the blood of the bull, and took the blood of 
the kid, and did with this blood as ho had done with the blood 
of the bull, and sprinkled thereof upon tho Veil, opposite tho ark 
without, (Minister and Congregation) onco above, and seven times 
beneath j yet he did not aim deliberately in sprinkling only above 
or below, but just as it might happen to fall. 

(Minister and Congregation.) And thus did he count: One, Ono .and 
one, One .and two. One and three, Ono and four, Ono and five, Ono and 
six, Ono and seven. 

He with joy poured the blood of tho bull into th.at of tho kid ; 
pouring the full into tho empty chargor': ho went and stood 
within, by the golden Altar, between tho Altar and tho Candle¬ 
stick. He put some of the blood upon tho four horns thereof, 
according to order, beginning .at the north-e.ast horn, and ending at 
the south-e.ast; .and swept the co.als and ashes which were on the 
golden Altar on one side .and tho other, till he uncovered tho gold, 
.and then sprinkled seven times of the mi.xed blood upon tho clean 
parts of the Altar. 

He stepped forth, and went out .at the south side without tho porch, 
and poured out the remains of tho blood at the west side of the 
bottom of the outer .altar. Ho proceeded, and drew near to tho kid 
which was to bo sent to Azazol, to confess over it the trespass of 
the congregation. 


In order to bo thoroughly mixed. 
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{jHhiister ami Congregation,) He pressed both his hands upon it 
and confessed, and thus did lie say: “ 1 pray thee, 0 God (nin' ! 
thy people, the house of Israel, have sinned, done iniquity, and 
have transgressed against thee; I beseech thee by thy inellable 
Name, pardon now the sins, iniquities, and transgressions which 
thy people, the house of Israel, have committed against thee; as 
it is written in the Law of thy servant Moses, ‘For on this day 
shall ho make an atonement for you, to cleanse you from all your 
sins, before the Lord (nin' ” 

{Minister and Congregation.) And when the priests and the peojdo 
who stood in the court heard the ineffable Name\ uttered by the 
mouth of the High Priest with sanctity and purity, they kneeled 
and prostrated themselves, falling on their faces, and saying, ‘-Blessed 
be the Name of the glory of his kingdom for over and over.” lie 
also was careful to finish pronouncing the ineffable Name while they 
were saying the blessing, and he then said to them, “Ye shall be 
clean.” 

He called one of the priests, who had been appointed to that purpose, 
and delivered the scape-goat to him to convey it to an uninhabited 
country and barren desert. The priest divided the scarlet skein which 
was between its horns: and fastened one half of it to the rock, and the 
other half between its horns; ho then with both his hands cast it 
down, backwards ; and rolling over as it descended, it wiis dashed to 
pieces before it had reached half down the descent; when he said. 
“ So may the iniquities of thy people, the house of Israel, be blotted 
out.” 

He ran to the bull and the kid which were to be burnt; ho opened 
them, and took out their inner parts, and put them in a dish, to offer 
them upon the altar: and their flesh lie suspended on hooks, and 
sent it away by others to the house appointed for burning it. 

He returned to the court of the women, to read in Leviticus tlie 
sections, “After the death of the sons of Aaron,” &c.- and “But in 
the tenth of this seventh month,” The section in Numbers, 

“On the tenth day,” &c.*, he recited from memory. After which he 
said eight blessings : (viz.) upon the Law, upon the Sacrifices, upon 
the Confession, upon the Pardoning of iniquity, upon the Temple, 
upon Israel, upon the Priests, and the final portion of tho Prayer.

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He directed his steps to the bath, and washed his liands and feet; 
then he put off the linen garments, went down and bathed, came up 
and dried himself. Garments of gold were brought to him, which he 
put on, and washed his hands and feet. He then went out, and 
sacrificed the kid which was to bo offered in the court of the Temple, 
and which was part of the additional offering of the day: and after¬ 
wards liis own ram, and the people’s ram. After he had offered 
the parts of the sin-offering, he offered the parts of the bull and 
kid, which were burnt; and then ofiered the continual burnt-offering 
of the evening, which he performed according to their institution. 


After he had completed all these sacrifices, he again entered the 
bathing apartment, and quickly washed his hands and feet; ho i)ut off 
the garments of gold, went down and bathed, came up, and dried him¬ 
self. White garments were then brought to him, which ho put on, and 
then washed his hands and feet. He went into the Holy of Holies 
to take away the bowl and censer, which he h.ad carried in, in the 
morning; and again went to the bathing apartment; washed his 
hands and feet; put off the white garments; wont down and bathed, 
came up, and dried himself. The garments of gold were again 
brought to him, which ho put on, and Wiished his hands and feet; 
he then went into the Temple to burn the incense, and to trim the 
lamps as usual .at even on other days; he then washed his hands and 
feet, and put off the garments of gold. They brought his own pro])er 
garments, which ho put on; and they accompanied him to his house. 
He made a feast for his friends, when ho came out in pe.ace from the 
holy place. H.appy the people who .are thus favoured ! Happy the 
people whose God is the Lord ! ” 


And this was the pr.ayor of the High Priest, after he h.ad come 
forth in peace from the Sanctuary : “^lay it be thy will, 0 Lord, our 
God! and the God of our fathers, that this year, upon which we 
have now just entered, be to us, and to all thy people Israel, in 
whatever place they be ; if it be a ye.ar of heat, let there also bo rain ; 
and have no regard unto the pr.ayers of travellers, in respect to rain 
when the world h.ath need thereof: .and sufier not that thy 
people, the house of Isr.ael, shall stand in need of assistance from

ono anotlier, nor from any other people. May it be a year in which 
no woman shall suffer miscarriage; may the trees of the field yield 
their fruit; and may a ruler not depart from the house of Judah.” 

And now, as thou, 0 Lord! didst hear the prayer of the High 
Priest in the Temple, so hear it from our mouth in like manner, and 
save us. 

May it be thy will, 0 Lord, our God ! and the God of our fathers, 
to grant that this year, upon which we now enter, be to us and to 
all thy people Israel, in whatever jdace they be :— 

A year of light, of blessing, of joy, and of gladness; a year of 
honour, happy union, of song, and of mirth ; a year of goodness, of 
salvation, of subsistence, of instruction, of rest, of comfort, and joy ; 
a year of exultation, of redemption, and of jubilation ; a year of 
stability, of gathering the captivity, and of receiving prayers ; a year 
of favour and peace; of rain and dew, and of plenty; a year in 
which thou wilt load us securely to our land, and subdue the nations 
under us; a year in which thou wilt inscribe us in the book of 
happy life; and in which thy people, the house of Israel, shall not 
stand in need of assistance from ono another, nor from any other 
people: a year in which thou wilt prevent plague and destruction 
from us, and from thy people, the house of Israel: and a year in 
which no woman shall suffer miscarriage.

in her greatest lustre ; like tho sun when it rises in all its splendour ; 
even like the sun, in its noon-day gloiy ; like tho stars of heaven ; 
like an holy one ; like an angel of the Lord : as it is written \ For 
the lips of the Priest shall keep knowledge, and they shall seek the 
Law at his mouth: for he is an angel of the Lord of Hosts.”

Sovereign of the universe! when I consider tho lustre of my 
youth vanished; all of my prospects a mere .shadow ; my sin.s 
as red as scarlet, and my locks as white as snow, by the number 
of years spent in the i)ursuit of every lust: wasted by tho infringe¬ 
ment of every precept: and consumed without hope; then I almost 
despair of mending my perversions ; or of being able to repent, 
since the time is so short and tho labour exceeding great. 0 
when shall I be able to offer tho sacrifice of confession, and my 
mouth publicly declare in the assembled congregations, the sins 
I have with presumption committed ? 0 how can I confess in the 
few hours, the sins and inifiuities which I have committed? or barely 
name them with my lips? To enumerate them, words and diction 
would fail: and to write them down, neither books nor rolls would 
suffice ; days and nights would be consumed in their enumeration and 
recital; and the gre.ater part would still remain to bo confessed. 
0 could I but obtain pardon for my transgressions, by eloquent lips, 
and mellifluous expressions; how good, how pleasing, would it bo! 
I will then begin with tlio confession of the sin of evil tongue, and 
with humble expressions entreat pardon for dissoluteness of speech ; 
so that tho very mouth which committed tho sin, should also be tho 
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instrument to ohtjiin pardon. Alas! what can eloquence avail to 
these hands stained with blood, or how can it expiate the violence 
they have committed ? For sins past and present; already perpetrated 
and committed : ‘‘Of what .avail can the deceitful tongue be?” Of what 
.advantage can frequently reiterated confessions be to him who is 
l.aden with wickedness ? By a multitude of words, transgression is 
not expi.ated. Is there any health or cure in vain motions of lips 
and tongue, whilst the heart retaineth malice, and is continually 
devising .abominations?—Though my tears should fall as showers, for 
sins which I h.avo committed against thee in my ignorance ; yet, I shall 
nevertheless remain account.able for the sins I h.ave committed wilfully.

and cummin seed in the soil. I feel, however, inwardly promj)ted, 
and my thoughts encourage and strengthen me, by saying to me, 
“Hasten to implore redemption, for the day still lingers ; and 
although the supreme Judge be awful and tremendous, yet despair 
not of obtaining mercy ; the sun is yet above the horizon, and 
hasteneth not to go down, as on a perfect day. Persevere as long as 
there is room for thy cry, and a door is opened to thy prayer, for thy 
request is sure to bo granted. And although thy crimes bo ever so 
great, yet is God still far, nay, infinitely, greater to pardon.

The Blessing of the Cohanim, the descendants of the 
High-Priest Aaron. 

In .nccordanco with llio divino command to pronounco tlio divine Blessing 
upon the children of Isr.icl enjoined upon the Cohnnim in Holy Writ (Num. vi. 
22-27), the same service is performed by the descendants of Aaron on the Croat 
and Solemn Days and Festivals of the year. 

When the Minister repeats the Amidah and roadies to nm, p. 189, the Cohanim 
present in the Synagogue go up to the Echal, after washing their hands, in 
which action tliej’ aro assisted by the Levites present. In the absence of a 
‘Levito a first-born assists in the w.-ishing, and in the absence of either, the 
Cohanim do it unassisted. In front of the Echal they say the following 
prayer in silence: 

“ May it be thy will, 0 Lord our God! that tho blessing which thou 
hast commanded us to pronounco upon the children of Israel bo 
a perfect blessing, and suffer not any mistake or prevarication therein 
by us now and evermore.” Till here. 

Tho Minister finishes “ to give thanks,” p. 190, and then calls “Cohanim,” who 
with the T.aldt covering their lieads and with uplifted hands kept under the 
Talet, s.ay tho following Blessing aloud : 

“Blessed art thou, 0 Lord our God, King of the universe! who 
hast bestowed upon us the sanctification of Aaron, and hast com¬ 
manded us to bless thy people Israel in love.” 

After which they turn to tho Congregation and chant tho first word of the 
Blessing, "[Dir ; tho Minister chants all the remaining words, which aro repeated 
ono by one, chanted by tho Coh.anim.

Ps. l.xxxiv. 

To THE Chief ]\Iusician, upon Gittith ; a Psalm for the Sons 
OF Korahh, to sing.—How lovely are thy t.abernacles, 0 Lord of 
Hosts! My soul longoth, yea, it oven pineth away for the courts 
of the Lord, whore my he.art .and flesh sh.all join in singing the 
piaaises of the living God. Even the sp.arrow h.ath found her an 
house, and the swallow a nest for herself where she nurtures 
her young; thine altars, 0 Lord of Hosts! my King and my 
God! H.appy are they who dwell in thy house, they will bo 
continu.ally praising thee. Solah. H.appy the men whose strength 
is in thee, .and in whose hearts are the paths (which lead to thy 
service). Who, even when p.assing through the wale of weeping, 
do yet esteem it as a fountain, and .as covered with blessings 
by the autumn.al rains. They proceed from strength to strength, 
and appear before God in Zion. 0 Lord God of Hosts, hear my 
prayer: O listen to it, God of J.acob. Solah. Behold, 0 thou who 
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art our shield, and look, 0 God ! upon thine anointed. For a day in 
thy courts is preferable to a thousand elsewhere. I would choose 
to sit even on the threshold of the house of my God, rather than to 
dwell in the tents of wickedness. For the Lord of Hosts is a sun 
and shield : the Lord will give grace and glory, and will not with¬ 
hold any good from those who walk uprightly. 0 Lord of Hosts, 
happy is the man who trusts in thee. 

Num. xxviii. i-8. 

‘‘And the Lord spake unto Moses, saying, Command the children 
of Israel, and say unto them. My offering, my bread, which my fire 
consumes, for a sweet savour unto me, ye shall observe to offer unto 
me in its due season. Say also unto tliem, This is the offering made 
by fire which ye shall ofler unto the Lord: two he-lambs of the first 
year without blemish every day, for a continual burnt-ollbring. The 
one lamb shalt thou offer in the morning, and the other lamb shalt 
thou offer at even And a tenth part of an Ephah " of fine flour for 
a meal-offering, mingled with the fourth part of an Hiii' of beaten 
oil. A continual burnt-offoring like that which was brought, on 
Mount Sinai \ for a sweet savour, an offering made by fire unto the 
Lord. And the drink-offering thereof shall be the fourth part of an 
Hin for the one lamb: in the holy place shalt thou cause the strong 
wine to be poured out for a drink-offering to the Lord. And the 
other lamb shalt thou offer at oven, as the meal-offoring of the 
morning, and as the drink-offering tliereof shalt thou offer it, an 
offering made by fire of a sweet savour unto the Lord.” 

Thou art the Lord, our God, before whom our ancestors burned 
incense, whilst the holy temple was established, as thou didst com¬ 
mand them through jMoses, thy prophet, as it is written in thy Law 
“ And the Lord said unto Moses, Take unto thee sweet spices, stacte, 
onycha, and galbanuin; these sweet spices with pure frankincense: 
of each shall there ))e a like weight. And thou shalt make of it 
incense, a perfume after the art of the perfumer, tempered together, 
pure and holy. And thou shalt beat some of it veiy small, and put 
of it before the testimony in the tabernacle of the congregation, 
where I will meet with thee: it shall be unto you most holy.” And 
it is said^, “And Aaron shall burn thereon (on the altar) incense 
of spices every morning : when he dresseth the lamps he shall 
burn the incense. And when Aaron lighteth the lamp at even, 
he shall burn the incense; a perpetual burning of incense before 
the Lord throughout your generations.” 

Talmud, Tro.ntise Koritdt, fol. 6. 

The Rabbis have taught how the mixture of the incense was 
made; it contained three hundred and sixty-eight manehs ; three 
hundred and sixty-five of which were according to the number of

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days of the solar year ; and of the three remaining manelis, the High 
Priest was to take his hands full, on the Day of Atonement; these 
were again put into the mortar on the eve of the Day of Atonement, 
to perform the commandment, “Take of the finest beaten incense.” 
It was composed of eleven sorts of spices ; viz. balm, onycha, 
galbanum, frankincense, of each an equal weight, viz. seventy ma- 
nehs: myrrh, cassia, spikenard, saffron, of each an equal weight, 
sixteen manehs ; costus, twelve manehs; the rind of an odoriferous 
tree, three manehs; cinnamon, nine manehs ; soap of Carsina, nine 
kabs ; wine of Cyprus, three seahs, and three kabs ; and if Cyprus 
wine could not be had, strong white wine was substituted for it; 
of salt of Sodom, the fourth part of a kab; and of an herb which 
caused the smoke to ascend in a straight line, a small quantity. 
Ribbi Nathan the Babylonian said, also a small quantity of the 
amber of Jordan was added (3)'. If honey was mLxed with it, it 
made it unfit for sacred use ; whilst he who omitted any one of the 
ingredients was accounted to have incurred the penalty of death. 

Rabbi Simoon, the son of Gamliol, saith that the balm issues from 
an incision in the tree called Bulsamum. For what purpose did they 
use the soap of Carsina? To refine the onycha (or cloves) that it 
might have a handsome appearance: and for what purpose was the 
wine of Cyprus brought? To soak the onycha (or cloves) therein, 
that it might become hard (4) ‘; and though Mey Raglayim (5)' was 
proper for the purpose, yet was it not used, because it was not decent 
to bring it into the temple. 

“And may the offering of Judah and Jerusalem be pleasant unto 
the Lord, as in ancient days, and as in former years.”

And ^ then 
received the word from each others and said, JloJy in the heavenly heights, 
the xdace of his divine presence ; holy %ipon earth, the work of his mighty 
xmver; holy eternally, for ever and ever. He is the Lord of Hosts! the 
whole earth is full of the sxdendour of his glory. “Then the spirit lifted 
mo up, and I heard a voice rushing forth with great impetuosity 
behind me, saying, Blessed be the glory of the Lord from his place !” 
Then the sjnrit took me up, and I heard behind me an impetuous voice of 
those who xmiiscd and said, Blessed be the glory of the Lord, from the 
place of the abode of his divine presence! “The Lord sh.all reign for 
ever and ever.” The kingdom of the Lord is established for ever and 
ever. “0 Lord God of our fathers, Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, con¬ 
tinue for over to form the inward thoughts of thy people, and to 
prepare their hearts to serve thee. And he, being merciful, forgiveth

and thy precepts in this world, so that we may bo worthy to live, 
and inherit the good and the blessing in the life of the world to 
come. “To the end that my glorious triumphant soul may sing 
praise to thee without ceasing. 0 Lord my God ! I will give thanks 
unto thee for ever. It pleased the Lord for his own righteousness’ 
sake to magnify the Law and to make it glorious. And those who 
know thy name will put their trust in thee, for thou, 0 Lord ! hast 
not forsaken those who seek thee. 0 Lord our God ! how glorious 
is thy name in all the earth !

And the Lord spake unto Moses, saying, Speak unto the children 
of Israel, and say unto them, I am the Lord your God.

The nakedness of thy sister, the daughter of thy father, 
or daughter of thy mother, whether born at homo \ or born abroad ^ 
even their nakedness thou shalt not uncover. The nakedness of thy 
son’s daughter, or of thy daughter’s daughter, even their nakedness 
thou shalt not uncover; for theirs is thine own nakedness. The 
nakedness of thy father’s wife’s daughter begotten of thy father, she 
is thy sister, thou shalt not uncover her nakedness. Thou shalt not 
uncover the nakedness of thy father’s sister : she is thy father’s near 
kinswoman. Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy mother’s 
sister: for she is thy mother’s near kinswoman. Thou shalt not 
uncover the nakedness of thy father’s brother, and thou shalt not 
approach to his wife: she is thine aunt. Thou .shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy daughter-in-law: she is thy son’s wife, thou shalt 
not uncover her nakedness. Thou shalt not uncover the nakedne.ss 
of thy brother’s wife ; it is thy brother’s nakedness. Thou shalt not 
uncover the nakedness of a woman and her daughter, neither shalt 
thou take her son’s daughter, or her daughter’s daughter, to uncover 
her nakedness; they are near kinswomen; it is wickedness. And 
thou shalt not take a woman to her sister, to be a rival to her, to 
uncover her nakedness besides the other, in her life-time ; and thou 
shalt not approach unto a woman to uncover her nakedness, as long 
as she is put apart for her unclean ness. Moreover, thou shalt not 
lie carnally with thy neighbour’s wife to defile thyself with her. 
And thou shalt not let any of thy children pass through the fire to 
Molech, and thou shalt not thus profane the name of thy God: I am 
the Lord. * 

Thou shalt not lie with mankind, as with womankind ; it is an 
abomination. Neither shalt thou lie with any beast, to defile thyself

therewith : neither shall any woman stand before a boast to lie down 
thereto: it is confusion. Defile not ye yoiii-selves in any of these 
things: for in all these the nations are defiled which I cast out from 
before you. And the land is defiled ; therefore I do visit the 
iniquity thereof upon it, and the land vomiteth out her inh.abitants. 
Keep therefore my statutes and my judgments, and you shall not do 
any of these abominations: neither the home-born, nor the stranger 
that sojourneth among you :—for all these abominations have tho 
men of the land done which were before you, and the land became 
defiled :—that the land may not vomit you out also, when ye defile 
it, as it vomited out the nations that were before you. For whoso¬ 
ever shall do any of these abominations, even the souls that do them 
shall be cut off from among their people. Therefore shall ye keep 
my charge, that ye do not any of these abominable customs, which 
were done before you, and that ye defile not yourselves therein : I am 
the Lord your God.

Blessings. 

Blessed art thou, 0 Lord, our God ! King of the universe, who 
hast chosen good prophets ; and found delight in their words, which 
were delivered in truth. Blessed art thou, 0 Lord ! who hast chosen 
tho Law, thy servant Moses, thy people Israel, and the true and 
righteous prophets. 

Tho Portion of the Prophots for tho Aftornoon of tlie Day of Atonomont. 

Tho Book of Jon.ali. 

The word of the Lord came unto Jonah, the son of Amittai, saying, 
Arise, go to Nineveh, that great city, and cry against it; for their 
wickedness is come up before me. But Jonah rose up to flee unto 
Tarshish from before the Lord ; and went down to Joppa, and found 
a ship going to Tarshish, and he paid the fare thereof, and went down 
into it, to go with them unto Tarshish, from the i)resence of tho 
Lord. But tho Lord stirred up a great wind upon the sea; and 
there was a mighty tempest in the sea; and it was thought that tho 
ship would be broken. Then tho marinoi*s wore afraid, and each 
cried unto his god ; and they cast forth the things which were in tho 
ship into the sea, to be lightened of them. But .Jonah had gone 
down to the sides of the hold ; and ho lay, and was fast asleep. And 
the ship-master came near to him, and said unto him. What meanest 
thou, 0 sleeper ? Arise, call unto thy God ; perhaps God will think 
upon us, that wo perish not. And they said every one to his fellow. 
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Come, and let us cast lots ; that we may know for whose cause this 
evil is upon us. And they cast lots'; and the lot fell upon Jonah. 
Then they said unto him, Tell us, we pray thee, for whoso cause this 
evil is upon us: What is thy occupation ? Whence coinest thou ? 
AVliat is thy country? and of what people art thou? And ho said 
unto them, I am an Hebrew: and I fear the Lord, the God of heaven, 
who made the sea and the dry land. Then were the men exceedingly 
afraid, and said unto him. Why hast thou done this ?—for the men 
undei-stood that he was fleeing from before the Lord: for he 
told them.—And they said unto him. What shall we do unto thee, 
that the sea may become calm unto us ? for the sea grew more and 
more temi)estuous. And ho said unto them. Take mo up, and cast me 
forth into the sea ; and the sea shall bo calm unto you : for I know 
that because of mo this great tempest is upon you. Nevertheless tlie 
men rowed hard to get them back to dry land ; but they could not: 
for the sea grew more and more tempestuous against them. Then 
they cried unto the Lord, and said, We beseech thee, 0 Lord, let us 
not perish for this man’s life; and lay not upon us innocent blood : 
for thou, 0 Lord, hast done as it hath pleased thee. And they took 
up Jonah, and cast him into the sea, and the sea ceased from her 
raging. Then the men feared the Lord greatly ; and they offered 
a sacrifice unto the Lord, and made vows “. 

And the Lord appointed a great fish to swallow up Jonah: and 
Jonah was in the belly^ of the fish three d.ays and three nights. 
Then Jonah prayed unto the Lord his God from tlie belly of the fish, 
and said : In my distress I called on the Lord, and ho hath answered 
me; from the depths of the pit"* I cried, and thou hast heard my 
voice. Thou hast cast mo into the deep, in the heavt-of the sea; and 
the flood compasseth me about: all thy billows and thy waves passed 
over me, so that I said, I am cast out from before thine eyes: yet 
shall I again behold thy holy temple. The waters enveloped mo, 
even unto the soul; the deep compassed me about; sea-weeds were 
a band about my head. I went down to the roots of the mountains: 
the earth closed her bars upon me for ever: then, thou didst 
bring up my life from the grave, 0 Lord, my God ! When my soul 
fainted within me, I remembered the Lord : and my prayer came in 

* Every reader of Ancient History must bo aware Unit it was u prevalent 
opinion among the heathen, that any calamity which they could not account for 
(such as a storm suddenly arising, &c.) was owing to the gods being ofTonded 
with some one among them, and that it was necessary, in order to .nppeaso thoir 
anger, to sacrifice the offending individual, who was supposed to bo discovered 
by the casting of lots, tho oxaminalion of tho entrails of sacrificod animals, and 
other absurd and superstitious practices. (S.) * Or according to Kimchi 

and Ibn Ezra, “They vowed to offer .sacrifices (when they returned on shore) 
and made pious promises." (S.) ’ Heb. bowels. * Heb, Sheol. 
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unto thee, into thy holy temple. They that wait on false vanities 
renounce their own mercy But I will sacrifice unto thee with the 
voice of thanksgiving; that which I have vowed I will pay: salvation 
is of the Lord. And the Lord commanded the fish and it cast out 
Jonah upon the dry land. 

And the word of the Lord come unto Jonah the second time, 
saying, Arise, go to Nineveh, that great city: and proclaim unto her 
the proclamation that I bid thee. And Jonah arose, and went to 
Nineveh, according to the word of the Lord. Now Nineveh was a 
very great city’, of three days’ journey. And Jonah began to enter 
the city one day’s journey: and lie cried and said, Yet forty days, 
and Nineveh shall bo overthrown.” And the men of Nineveh 
believed God, and proclaimed a fast, and put on sackcloth, from the 
greatest of them to the least of them. And as the matter came 
unto the King of Nineveh: he also arose from his throne, and put 
away his royal robe from him, and covered him with sackcloth, and 
sat on ashes. And he proclaimed, and published through Nineveh : 
“ By the decree of the king and his chief men it is said. Let neither 
man nor beast, herd nor flock, tasto any thing: let them not feed nor 
drink water: but let man and beast be covered with sackcloth ; 
and let men cry mightily unto God : yea, lot them turn every one 
from his evil way, and from the violence which is in their hands. 
Who knoweth ? God may perchance turn and repent, and turn from 
his fierce anger, that wo perish not.” And God .saw their works, 
that they turned from their evil way, and God repented of the evil 
which he said ho would do unto them, and he did it not. 

And it displeased Jonah exceedingly: and ho was wroth. And 
he prayed unto the Lord, and said, I beseech thee, 0 Lord, was not 
this my saying while I was yet in my own countiy? Therefore, 
I would haste to flee to Tarshish : for I knew that thou art 
a gracious and merciful God, slow to anger, and abundant in mercy 
and repentest thee of the evil. And now, 0 Lord, take, I pray thee, 
my life from me: for it is better for me to die than to live. And 
the Lord said, Art thou very wroth ? Then Jonah went out of the 
city, and sat on the east side thereof and made himself a booth there, 
and sat under it in the shadow, till ho might see what would become

landed, “But I,” (says the prophet) will not .act thus, but “will sacrifice 
unto thee,” &c. and strictly fulfil “that which I have vowed,” for I am 
convinced that “ salvation is of the Lord " alone.

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of the city. And the Lord God prepared a gourd ’: and it grow taller 
than Jonah to bo a shade over his head, to relievo him from his 
aflliction. And Jonah rejoiced exceedingly because of the gourd. 
But God prepared a worm when the morning dawned on the following 
day, which gnawed the gourd, that it withered. And it came to 
pass when the sun arose, that God prepared a sultry east wind : and 
the sun beat upon the head of Jonah, that he fainted ; he then 
requested for himself that he iniglit die, and said, It is better for me 
to die than to live. And God said unto Jonah, Art thou very wrotli 
for the gourd? And ho said, I am very wroth even unto deatli. 
And the Lord said, Thou hast had pity on the gourd for which thou

How can 
the heart immersed in iniquitous thoughts, pray ? or how shall the 
heart that is continually devising plans of iniquity, bo intent on 
prayer? My soul answered me. How dare the soul loaded with 
trespass, supplicate the Creator of heaven and earth ; or pour forth 
supplications before him who dwelleth on high ? I requested my 
hands that they might bo lift up towards heaven ; but tlioy answered 
me. How dare impure hands bo spread out towards heaven ? 
I requested my feet to walk to the house of God to pray ; but they 
answered me. How can the feet which continually hastened to the 
pursuit of evil, walk to the house of God, who deligliteth not in 
wickedness ? Ah ! woe is me, that my membei*s which I vainly 
imagined would support mo, have, by their iniquity, put mo to 
shame : “I called upon my friends, but they deceived mo.” I there¬ 
fore called upon the beings from above and below, that they might 
intercede for me, and implore the mercy of the Lord of lords. I 
called—but found neither protection nor support; I cried aloud— 
but perceived no one to strengthen or uphold mo; I looked, and 
there was none to help ; I was dismayed, for there w.os no one to 
uphold me. I then reflected in my mind. If I act not for myself, 
who will ? I will therefore confess my transgression and trespass, 
and the Lord God will help mo. The flesh of each of my limbs is 
trembling because of the dread of its iniquity, each maketh confession 
of its sin with a mournful voice, and calling one to another they 
say:—

The Minister immediately begins the Evening Service, commencing with tho 
words “And ho being merciful,” &c.

Amidiih, when if the Fast happens on a Week-day, tho Minister says KaddOosh 
Titk.abbiil, tho “ Habdalah,” “ A Song of Degrees.—I lift up,” &c. (Ps. exxi), 
and tho Service concludes as on Week-days (see vol. i, p. 75). But if tho 
Fast happens on the Sabb.ath, tho Minister s.ays Kaddoesh Le-gm'da after tho 
Amidilh, and begins tho Last verso of Ps. xci (p. 94, vol. i), “But thou art 
holy,” &c. (vol. i, p. 49), Kaddeesh Titkabbdl and tho “ H.abd.ahih,” after 
which say Ps. exxi (vol. i, p. 75), and tho Service concludes .as there stated. 


Note th.at in tho “Ilabd.alah” tho second Blessing (vol. i, p. 141), “Who 
createst divers kinds of spico,” is to bo omitted. It is customary also to s.ay on 
that evening the “ Blessing said on seeing tho New Moon ” (vol. i, p. 146).

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NOTES 

ILLUSTRATING THE PRECEDING TRANSLATION. 

By the late Rev. D. A. de Sola. 

(1) Page 13 . Knname, Kunalie, Kiuiassc, are legal terms made use of 
in vows or promises, instead of the word “ Korban,” sacrifice, (See Talmud 
Nedarim, fo. 2 ; and I^Iaimonides, ch. i in Hilch. Nedarim.) 

(2) Page 49 . As the {emanalion of) light (uhich) issueth from the eye. 
This is agreeable to the ancient theory of light, according to Empedocles 
and Plato, who taught that vision was occasioned by particles continually 
flying off from the surface of bodies, which meet with others proceeding 
from the eye. Some translators have rendered this passage, “As the eye 
receives the rays which it attracts from the source of light.” 

(3) Ibid. Connected [jom] the pavilion of the spheres. This is according 
to the Ptolemean system of sphere within sphere, where consequently each 
planet is sui)posed to be as it were enclosed in a pavilion or tent. 

(4) Ibid. One half dry land, This is not to be taken litemlly, but 
must be understood to mean partly dry land, and partly water, for the 
latter element covers more than one half of the globe. 

(5) Page 50 . Completes her revolution in twenty-nine days. This is the 
period of mean Sidereal revolution (i.e. the time the moon employs to 
make a complete revolution round the earth) in round numbei-s, but the 
mean Synodical period (i.e. the revolution from any point of the moon’s 
orbit to the same point again) occupies but twenty-seven days, seven 
houi-s, and forty-four minutes b The reason of the Sidereal revolution 
being so niuch longer, is because, in the interim of the moon’s Synodical 
revolution, the earth has also moved through nearly a twelfth part of its 
orbit: therefore, the moon must traverse more than the circumference of 
hers before the same changes and lunations can ag-ain occur. 

(G) Ibid. Site influences the earth and its events [occurrences], c^c. This 
belief of the influence of the jdanets and heavenly bodies on terrestrial 
aftaii-s was universal in the time of our poet, and long after him. 

(7) Ibid. The line of the Dragon. The moon’s deviations from the 
ecliptic are thus called by astronomers, on account of her appearing 
then to describe a figure which has some fancied resemblance to that of 
a dragon. 

( 8 ) Ibid. 2'he Nodes are the points which the moon touches when she 
crosses the ecliptic or orbit of the earth. It is at these points only that 
eclipses can occur. 

(9) Page 51 . One of his se}'vants, even one, This passage has been 
variously translated; Levi’s translation is as usual liteml but obscure. It is 
as follows:—“ And who sends one of his servants unto it as the rewanl of its

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purity, to obscure its light, cut down its idol, and remove it from being 
governor.” Haham Nieto’s is as follows:—“ And it is he (viz. God) who 
orders one of his servants that he should obscure its light and deprive it 
(the sun) of its grandeur and dominion h” Here the whole of the difficult 
passages ^'^D^ and are skipped over. Ottolenghi’s 

is as follows:—“And it is he himself who deputes one of its servants, 
and i)recisely the same who is benefited by him (the sun), to obscure its 
light, &c. - ” This version, although ingenious, is objectionable, inasmuch 
as it is not the moon only but all the planets which are benefited by the 
sun’s light, as our poet further observes:—^"31 HDDI p'iyni’ 

“ having appointed the sun to furnish light to all the superior and inferior 
stars,” p. 52 . The way [in which it is now] rendered appears to be free 
from any of these objections. 

(10) Ibid. In ten months. The text in various editions of this poem 

varies considerably in the period of revolution assigned to Mercury. Some 
have DV3' (ten days), but the greater part rnii'V (ten months). 

It has been suggested that we should read here D'wnn niyij’J' (three months), 
that being the period which, agrees best with tiaith and with the obser¬ 
vations of the contemporaries of our poet: but as neither of these periods 
is strictly correct (as will be seen on reference to the table, p. 46 ) 1 have 
preferred to leave the text as I have found it in the majority of the best 
editions. 

(11) Page 52 . 7'he Pleiades, and \the of Orion. The first are an 

assemblage of seven stars in the neck of the constellation Taurus (the Bull), 
the second is a constellation of the Southern Hemisphere. 

(12) Page 180 . Scatter [disjjerse] our transgressions. The translations of 

Levi and of Haham Nieto are irreconcileable with our text, as the root 
only signifies “ to beautify, improve.” The Dutch translators, aware of this 
difficulty, have endeavoured to obviate it by rendering it “ change our 
rebellion to virtue’,” quasi beautify or improve our sins, so that they 
may become virtues. But this rendering, though ingenious, is clearly a 
forced construction. The whole difliculty appears to me to have originally 
arisen from a clerical or typographical error, subsequently copied without 
due attention, and that we should read here i. e. “scatter,” instead of
